(According 10 the Universalist 
Leader, a yroat cause, if not the 
great cause, of the decline, is found 
In the fact that the church jas 
cetsed to be a church where the 
people wmay come for the worship of 
God, and through that worship re- 
ceive the divine infiaenee into their 
toulx. The churcit tas became a so 
cint centre, a lectureshiy, «school, 
a college, a literary society, a pluce 
of amusement, a bazaar, a library, 
an instituvon wf philanthropy, a 
nursery, 2 kindergarten, « soup 
kitchen, an employment bureau, or a 
politicn! caucus.

‘In St. Petersburg it is admit- 
ted that an important movement by 
Kuropatkin's forces is in progress, 
but the War Office maintains an atti- 
tude of the strictest reserve. 

It is believed that a gencral en- 
gagement will tako place near ‘Tio 
Pass, and that General Kuropatkin 
is holding Mukden and _ positions 
aléng the Hun River to check the 
Japanese advance temporarily. Snow 
has fallen in the mountains cast of 
Mukden and there has been frost in 
the valleys.

don’t know abvut {ruii-growing 
there’s nobody in Ontario clever 
enough to point it out. Aw the genial 
seeretary of the Roblin’s Mills Fair, 
Mr. W. H. C. Roblin, told us, every 
year some Prince Edward people ex- 
hibit fruit at the Toronto Exhibl- 
tion and carry off, sometimes, as 
much as $300 in prizes; they come 
back to Roblin’s Sills Fair, exhibit 
the same fruit, and don't even get 
third prize on it.

The fair beld on Saturday last was 
the 49th annual snow held by the 
Township of Amebaxburg Agricul. 
tural Society. Just chink of shat! 
Next year they wilt hold their yold- 
en jubilee. The Robiins Mitts Cais 
was doing business and giving prizes 
for big puinpikits when sume uf the 
other fairs in this district were not 
even thought of—their pres.dents and 
secretaries, in fact, were nol born. 
No wonder, then, the Roblin's Si0« 
fuir pats itself on the back compla- 
cently and says: “Oh! ses There 
are other fairs, no doubt. tut wait 
till they’ve been in the business as 
long as woe have; then we'll talk 
to ‘em.” 

Truth to tell, it is alrogether like- 
ly that some of the fairs held  be- 
fore last Saturday have enjoyed bet- 
ter weather, for whco ‘The [ntelli- 
gencer man got there about dinner 
time tho wind was blowing great 
yvuns and felt as though it was com- 
ing tight from the north pole. Ht 
was not an ides! day for a country 
fair, and perbaps Lhat was the rea- 
son why the young [eMows and their 
sweethearts were slow in turning out, 
Between { and 2, however, tho sun 
began to warm things uj; a bit, and 
there was a coilinual stream of bug- 
gies and othey conseyances coming 
through tho gates, all loaded with 
good-looxing men and women, some 
old, some middle-aged, but most of 
them young and ready ta laugh and 
enjoy themselves. And it didn't 
take you long (to find out that they 
were there to do thal same thing.

in overy thousand inhubdjtants, and 
this Indluded Protestants and Roman 
Catholics. In speaking SC the Girls 
School.at Tokio, the speaker said i 
was established: 21 years ago the 
Wonun's Missionary Society, «hd dur- 
ing that time much good had been 
accomplished. They tad 2» commod- 
ious building, which was well equip 
ved. [t started with two pupils, and 
although it could accommodate 150 
there was now not*room for all the 
girls who desived to enter the school. 
The money, which was used’to. keep 
‘the school running wax monty. well 
invested. Tho girls, in addition to 
reeciving an education, are religious- 
jy trained, and many of them, after 
araduating, engage in missionary 
work. The Japanese highly appreciate 
education, and to a great extent, it 
is a land of religious freedom. The 
Girl’ Selool has to be conducted sa 
an to conform with the Government 
rezulntions, which are in some oases 
rather hard. Every effort is made 
to have the girls remain at the school 
for at least nine years, and longer if 
possible.

Found D.adin Bed. ~ 


Cheerfal One Moment, Silent the Next— 
Walled At‘ Neseham Yark, Oxford, 
England, On Saturday Mersing, the 
Servant Later. Found Historicus’? Hind 
Passed te the Meyend—Large Figure 
in British Liberalism. | 


London, Oct. 3.—Sir William Ver- 
non Harcourt’ died very suddenly 
Saturday morning,. at . Nuncham 
Park, near Oxford, the country seat 
which he recently inherited from his 
nephew. Only his lfc, a daughter 
of the late John Lothrop Motley, tho 
historian, and former American min- 
ister to Great Britain, was with 
him. Whea Sir-William went to bed 
Friday night, he seemed to be fairly 
well, though she had been — suffering 
from a slight chill. Saturday morn- 
ing when he was cailed he replicd 
eheerily: “In a short time.’ Later 
a servant entered: the room and 
found Sir William lying dead on his 
bed. His son, Lewis Vernon Har- 
court, member of Parliament for the 
Rossendale Division of Lancashire, 
was hastily summoned from London. 

Among all clasws in the United 
Kingdom, regardless of party, the 
unexpected news caused a sensation 
and genuine regret. ‘The announce- 
ment in March last of his intention 
of reticing had prepared the public 
for Sir Willlam‘s eventual disappear- 
ance from the active arena of poll- 
tical strife, but there had been no 
indication that his constitution had 
been impaired by nearly 40 years of 
fierce Parliamentary strife. 

The physicians say Sir William 
died of heart failure during sleep. 
The fact that the heart was weak 
had been known to the physicians 
and the family for some timo.

In 1894 he intro- 
duced and carried = his memorable 
budget, equalizing the death rates on 
Two Harcourt MMM 
real and personal property—a = inca- 
kure that has since proved of — ines- 
timable benefit to the country’s rev- 
enue. Mr. Gladstone finally retired in 
the sume year, and was succeeded by 
Lord Rosebery, who was credited as 
having been the great statestan’s 
choice. This is now known to have 
been an erroncoun impression, as Mr. 
Gladstone Was prepared to naine 
ford Spencer, had his counsel been 
asked. Lord Hoscbery'’s position was 
hot a happy one. He and Sir Willinin 
Harcourt differed on the main lincs 
of the party's policy. and the latter 
became more and more deeply — im- 
bued with the idea of those who op- 
posed Liberal Imperialism.

HOW THE ICONOCLAST TWIST THE 
TEXT’S MEANING. 





UNDERMINING FOUNDATIONS 





Ancient and Modern Ideas of Spending 
the Day Which the Lerd Has Hallowed 
—Rev, Dr, Talmage’s Plea For Chris- 
tian Iastend of Lasy Man's Rest On 
That Day~A Timely Deliver,

Los Angeles, Cal., Oct. 2.—At this 
time, when renewed attempts aro be- 
ing made by the encmies of religion 
to undermine the old established 
foundations of faith and to revolu- 
tlonize the Christian Sabbath, 


sermon makes a vivid contrast of 


“the old time religion’’ and the 
new. The text is Psalm xi., 3, “If 
the foundations be destroyed, what 


can the righteous: do?** 

We should hold sacred the dust of 
our dead. Thatis truce, but we 
should never build the hillock of the 
grave so high that it will dam back 
the onward flow of the “waters of 
knowledge’’ and change the “river of 
progress’’ into the ‘‘stagnant pool of 
ignorance and sloth.’”” When the past 
generations did their work they did 
it well for the time and the condi- 
tions-in which they lived, but “the 
dead generations would not do as 
they did in the past if they were liv- 
ing now. We would not cry ‘‘halt™ 
to the ‘forward march” of scientific 
investigation; neither would we com- 
pel the church of the Lord Jesus 
Christ to “‘tnark time’’ by the grave 
of a Justin Martyr, a Calvin, a Wes- 
ley, a Luther, a Knox, or bivouac 


with eternal somnolence in the cham- 


bera of a Westminster Abbey, where 
the honored eccleniastical fathers ga- 
thered July 1, 1643, and composed 
the Presbyterian Confession of Faith 
and our Longer and Shorter Cate 
chisius. 

But, though we would not consider 
our ancestors infallible in their opin- 
ions nor absolutely wise in their 
ways of living. yet. on the other

Ottawa. Sept. 30.—Mr. J. A. Rud- 
dick, Chief of the Dairy Division of 
the Department of Agriculture, was 
asked to-day regarding the alleged 
exportation of margarine cheese front 
Canada to England. He remarked: 

“I am not clear as tu what is 
meant by ‘margariuc’ cheese unless

» is made from skim mifk, to which 
somo inferior fat has been added as 
a substitute for the butter fat. The 
manovfacture of such cheese is pro. 
hibited in Canada by the Dairy Pro- 
ducts Act, 1898. £ havo nover hvard 
of any infraction of the Inw. ‘Any 
tampering with the cheese in thie 
way would have to be done at the 
ordinary cheese factory, and as these 
places are very public. and the pro 
cess of filling cheese would require 
considerable, muchinery and material 
not found in the ordinary cheese fac- 
tory. it would be impossible to carry 
it on without a great many people 
being awarc pf it. I do not believe 
that any filed cheese has been 
made in.Canada. In uny case, if an 
attempt is being made to carry on 
the manufacture of such cheese. it 
wil] be a very casy, matter to ston 
it.”

CHARACTERISTICS OF THE NOTED 
RACE OF GYPSIES. 





One of the Mest Superstitions Races in the 
‘Werld and Yet for the Mest Part With- 
est Any Eeligies—Honeradle Among 
“Themselves— Aristocracy Amoaget Gyp- 
sles Preserved Yet Dy a Few Families. 


The real Romanics have always 
been looked upon as a mysterious 
ple. Learnod philologists have 
long disputed the vexed question of 
ths origin, and less instructed folk 
have alternately fearcd and despised 
them. They rank oven now among 
tho moat superstitious races In tho 
World, and yet they are for the most 
part a race without a religion. The 
one afm and object of their lives has 
always been to get the better of ev- 
ery one they mest who is not a 
g@irsy, and the success which has at- 
tended their efforts is proof of their 
shrowdness and keen insight into 
character. Except when they have 
some end to serve they are a proud 
and reserved people, hokling them- 
selves aloof even from other *‘men of 
tho road.’’ Very fow of them can read 
or write, and yet they are capable of 
imposing upon people who make con- 
siderable pretension to wisdom. 
Among themselves they are strictly 
honorable in their dealings; one nev- 
er hears of a gypsy cheating another 
meniber of his tribe. The constancy 
of the women to the men has often 
been commented upon, and is the 
more surprising from the fact that 
tho women often have to do all the 
hard work and earn money for the 
men, while the latter spend their 
days in idleness. Yot the men look 
upon the women as being superior, in 
muny respects, to themselves, and 
some of them havo a measure of be 
licf in their wives’ and mothers’ as 
sumed supernatural powers. 
Inter-marriage with the house 
dwellers has made it diMfcult to dis- 
tinguish the real Romany from tho 
shom; but there are still a few forn- 
flies which preserve their racial dis 
tinction. A pure-bred Woinany 
chal’ is gencrally a handsome [el- 
Jow, and among the Romany “‘chica’* 
are girls of great beauty and qrace- 


ful aring. ‘Such ‘‘chols’’ and 
“chies” are usually found among | 
the better class of gypsivs. known 


among themselves as *“gricngrocs,”” | 
or horso-deslers. These ‘‘griengrocs”’ | 
are the gypsy aristocracy; they are! 
often well-to-do wanderers, living In 
giunrt, comfortably furnished travel- 
ing vans, and carrying on extensive 
dealings at country markets and |

| Like Borrew's Ravers, 
At the present time some 
Lees, Stanleys, Hernes and Ureya 
aro ‘‘griengroes."” and it ia eimong 
the men and women of these families 
that the best specimens of the ygenu- 
j ine gypsy are to be found. Fault was 
found with Morrow because he des 
scribed the Romanies as bei a xu 
j perior type of rovers than thry were 
gencrally supposed to be—he Waa 
{ charged With idenlizing a people who 
| were no better than cotmmon va- 
‘ grants. It must be remembered, how- 
» ever—and the fact has already been 
urged in Borrow’s defence—that it 
| was among the ‘‘griengrocs” that he 
{ spent tho time he devoted to the 
study of gypsy life. Descendants of 
one or two of the fumilics from 
which he drew his Romany charac- 
ters aro still wandering about the 
eastern counties, and they may some- 
times be seen encamped on & com- 
mon near tho site of his old hotne 
They have no recollection of the La- 
vengro (Word-inaster) who used to 
vinit their father’s tents, but if Bor- 
row could “meet some of them he 
would not find them very different 
from the inen whom ho encountered 
many years ago at Normen Cross 
and on Norwich Castlo Hill 
One ¢an quite understand the atti- 
tude formerly ndopted by country 
folk towards tho Kpmany. It was one 
of hostility, resulting from frequent 
occasions on which the gypsy had got 
the better of them in bargaining. and 
fear owing to the awarthy rover’s ro- 
putation as a formidable fighting 
man, At the beginning of tho pro- 
sent centufy some of the most noted 
Pugilists wero gypsies, and their 
Gescendanta have inherited much of 
their skil] at fisticufls. ‘The life the 
Romany leads renders him alert and 
active, and when a quarrel cnda in @ 
tussel betteen a gypsy and a ‘'gorg- 
fo,’" as the Homany calls any one 
who is not a gypsy, it is generally, 
the ‘‘gorgio’’ who gocs under. Al- 
most all the Roman. “‘‘chals’’ are ad- 
mirabits Siorseiacn, and some of the 
“Oider patrons of our horse faira can 
remember the days when it Was no 
uncommon thing to gcc a gypsy rid- 
ing about a fair ground standing 
erect upon the back of a horse. They 
are nimble dancers, too, though 
gypsy balls arc now seldom heard of. 
One of the Greys, well known in East 
Anglia, is a skilled clog dancer, and 
has even carried off prizes in dis- 
tricts where most people aro familiar

Gypsy Womeo. 
Of the gypsy women much might 


be written; but Borrow has given us 
in Mra. Herne a masterly description 
of the wrinkled fortune-telling sybil 
that is convincing in its absolute 
trueness to life, and now Mr Watts- 
Dunton in writing the story of Sinf 
Lovell has shown us what the best 
type of Romany girls are like. From 
tho moment when Aylwin gncounters 
her In the ale-houso in the course of 
his search for Winifred, Sinfi cast a 
spell upon us, and the fascination of 
‘her character increases as we come 
to know her better. She charms us 
even moro than docs Isopel Bernors, 
whom Lavengro taught Hnik in the 
dingle; bufisopel Berners, though a 
“nomadic woman,”” was not a real 
Romany. There is every probability 
that Sinfi Lovell will remain the ono 
really ‘living’ gypsy girl of Enge 
lish fiction, for although in her Mr, 
Watts-Dunton has portrayed a Ro

East Anglia is supposed to be the 
most fluent speaker of Romany now 
alive, and attempts have been made 
to persuade her to let persons inter- 
ested in philological studics take 
down in writing the words.she uscs 
and their meaning. But she bas no 
faith in the ‘‘gorgios’ ** protestations 
that they intend no harm to herself 
and her people by their anxicty to 
record her strange saying, and it is 
only on the infrequent occasions 
when she:is caught off her - 
that some smattering is obtained of | 
her curious knowledge.

that the words usec by thelr parents 
are anything more than convenient 
slang; but if assured that thoy are !

Werk of Altering the Mailings acd Fore 
eourt at Backlogham Palace. 


Some two hundred workmen are 
now busily engaged on the work of 
altering the railings and forecourt at | 
Buckingham Palace in connection 
with tho scheme fur tho Victorla 
Memorial, says a London paper. i 

ifitherto the railings have enclosed | 
a court extending for some distance ; 
at either end beyond the actual 
Palace buildings, bus the extra space | 
ia now being cut off so as to givea 
good strip of added rondway and ' 
pathway to that part of Buckingham 
Palaco road and Constitution Mill 
nearest to tho palace. Thus the pub- 
He will got additional accommoda- 
tion, and , will be able to gvt much 
nearer tho palace at each side, though 
not in front. Tho position of the 
gateways Is clearly indicated by the 
approaches which have been laid. 

The Sovereign's gatewny was obvi- 
ously out of placo when the huge 
circlo was_laid out at the bead of 
the Mall for Myr. Hrock’s statute of 
the latg Quoen. The four gateways 
will, therefore, to replaced by two 
large ones opposite the Exyuerrics' cn- 
trance and tho Privy Purse entrance. 
These will be, as nearly aa possible, 
in line with the sides of the proces- 
sion road. 

The fencing In front of the palace 
will be quite straight. Tho curves at 
the two extremitics will be much 
more in keeping with the pathways 
flanking the now ornamental gardens 
than the existing curves.

A Description of Dalgety, the Place Me- 
ceatty Chesen—Small and Right ta 
“the Back Blocks."* 


To. decide tho location of its-mew 
capital has been qa much longer task 
for Australia than making up its 
mind on mere fiscal-issucs or allen 
exclusion questions, writes a corre- 
spondemt of Tho Standard. After 
four years, however, tho decision has 
resulted in the victory of Dalgety. 
Dalgety is half way between Tumut 
and Bombala; it Is therefore a com- 
Promise, preventing tho threatencd 
deadlock between the two houses. It 
is also, roughly, midway between 
Sydncy and Metbourne, and therefore 
placates the powerful interests of the 
two wealthicst states, Now South 
Wales and Victoria. Tho prospective 
capital of the commonwealth is hard- 
ly large enough even to bo called a 
township, having a population of 
only a cowple of hundred souls. It is 
right in ‘‘the back blocks,’ quite off 
the track of inter-state traffic and 
consists of a few weathcer-board, tin- 
roofed houses. It is not large enough 
even to exact a postal delivery from 
the Government. ‘There is a post-] * 
office, but the joy of calling for one’s 
mail in person is at present the 
greatest savor of life in Dalgety.

TORONTO RAILWAY INDICTED. 


Grand Jary Briegs in m True Bilt For 
Killing and Malming. 


Yoronto, Oct. 6.—The Grand Jury 
yesterday brought in a true bill 
against the ‘Toronto Railway Co. for 
maintaining a common nuisance, 
under the following indictment pre- 
pared by County Crown Attorney 
Drayton: 

‘That the company, without lawful 
excuse, unlawfully neglected and 
omitted to take reasonable pre- 
caution and care to avoid danger to 
human life in the operation of thoir 
cars upon the streets of Toronto, 
which were of such a.design and 
without proper and sufficient fenders, 
guards, brakes and oppliances, as 
would cause danger in human life and 
by “iinproperly, illegally and neg-

There are 18 lumber campa involr- 
ed in the lists, 12 uf which belong to 
the Algoma Central Company, and 
three cach to Miller and McCool and 
McFadden snd Maliny.

ordinary methods in the taking, of 
gamc or fish.

When Jenny Lind, the great Swedish 
sloger, visited America: in 1848 she not 
only won a fortune for herself, but 
‘made two men wealthy as well. One 
of them was Barnum, the showman, 
It was Barnum whe brought her to 
America,: He, ventured all that he 
could raise in advertising the wonder- 
ful woman, and bls successful. manage- 
ment of her tour fn this country lifted 
Barnum to grand business success, 
But there was another man who got 
rich without: haying anything to do 
with the management of the Jenny 
Lind concert tour. It was Genin, the 
New Yerk batter. His name and bust 
ness were advertised by Baraum wher- 
ever the Jenny Lind concerts were af 
vertised, and it didn't cost Genin one 
Denny wae of the advertising that 
Barnum for bim. 

There was no ball in New York big 
enough to gccommodate the crowds 
which attended the first concert in this 
country, se Castle Garden was Stted 
up for the purpose, and the seats were 
sold at auetion.

The Toronto News, in its comments 
upon the iniquitics committed by the 
present Government in connection 
with the contract for lighting the 
Cornwall Canal, commontod severely 
upon what it termed the acquiess 

cence in the deal of Mr. Borden by 
his silence in the Gammons upon the 
subject.

Boston, Oct. 8.—King Leopold of 
Belgium was assailed for his policy 
es sovercign of the Congg Free 
State, at a public mccting held yes- 
terday in connection with the ses- 
sions of the International Peace Con- 
gress. This mecting, which was ono 
of tho largest of the Congress, had 
been called to consider the mutual 
relation of races and the menace to 
the world’s ordcr through the cx- 
Ploitation of weaker peoples, 

The attack upon King Leopold wus 
made by E, TY. Morel of England, 
who represented the Congo Reforin 
Association. Mr. Morel charged that 
the King was personally responsible 
in a large measure for cruclties prac 
tised on the natives of the Conge 
Free State in the terrific endeavors 
of monopolistic commercial organiza: 
tions to obtain from the country all 
the ivory and rubber possible. 

The King was defended by George 
Herbert) Head of Cambridge, Eing- 
land, who submitted that King Leo- 
pold had done all possible to stop 
the cruclties practised, and who alsu 
urgently asserted that whatever pro- 
fits came from the trading and de- 
velopment in the Congo did not pass 
to King Leopold st all, but | were 
expended instead for the development 
of the Congo State and io putlic 
works in Belgium 

Booker T. Washington arraigned

TURAL SOCIETIES THINKS: 
NUBIBER MUST BE REDUCED — 
PROPOSAL TO LIMIT THES. 


‘Toronto. Oct. 6.--H. B, Cowan, Sup 
crintendent of Agricultural Socicties, 
states that it, bas been demonstrat 
ed that there are too many fall 


ed of them ure to be obtained the 
number must be iaterially reduced. 
Some counties have ten and twelve 
exhibitions. and the «competition 
created, Mr. Cowan says, has produc- 
ed a Very unsatisfactory condition 
of things, and in order to ensure suc- 


able kind are secured. These include 
those for mew only. gambling, cte., 
and some of the fairs held recently 
have proven more of a plague spot 
to the district (han any boon to ag- 
riculturul education--the purpose of 
the show. Pick-pockets and a very. 
undesirable element frequent the av- 
erage fair, and if the exhibjtipas 
were purely agricultural (here would 
be fower of thei. 

In reply to the question as towhat 
suggestions bad been made to reduce 
the number of fairs, Mir. Qawan said 
it had been sugyested to cut out the 
township agricultural society fairs, 
all but two or three. This was im- 
practical, he said, as there were many 
sotictics holding better exhibitions 
than any other organization. Each 
society reecives @S0 from the Ontario 
Government, and the total for any 
district is $800

The proposal most favered is that 
the Government should limit the 
number of agricultural fairs to be 
hekt in any county, at fram two to 
four. and that the people should be 
allowed to vote at the municipal elec- 
troas ta decide whieh fairs should 
be continued. 

The total reecipts of agricultural 
societies in the province is g400,000, 
of which the grants from the Gov- 
ernment amount to $80,000. ;When it 
is considered that only §243,000° in 
paid for all other agricultural pur- 
poses — farmers’ institutes, fruit 
growers, the Guelph Agricultural 
College, ctc.—some idea may be 
formod of the money wasted under 
the present system. 

It has been found that 261 socicties 
in the province estimate their total 
loss through rain on tho fair dates 
‘at over $6,000. 

The proposal ix to grant the socic- 
tics allowances for spring  borse 
shows, sced shows and for the pur- 
pose of pure bred stock, and out of 
the funds an iusurunce could be cs 
teblished against Joss on account of 
rain. ‘At present a very largo num- 
ber of socictics-are wiped out every 
year by this means.

St. Ptersburg, Oct. 10,—General 
huropatkia's order of the day, an- 
nouacing his determination to take 
the offensive, was supplemented last 
night by the news timt an offensive 
movement has already been begun 
and that the Japancse line has been 
broken at LBentzinputze, about 20 
miles cast and south of Mukden. The 
Japanese occupied a front of about 
52 miles east, throvsh Yentai and 
across tho radway to the banks of 
the Hun River, on the west. The 
Russian force had been moving south 
in close touch with the Japanese ad- 
vance since Oct. 4. The Japanese 
outposts were driven back in a scrics 
of skirmishes, and on Oct. 6 the Rus- 
fians re-occupicd the station of 
Shakhe, 15 miles south of Mukden, 
the railway battalion restoring the 
bridge across the Shakhe River the 
next duy in order to facilitate the 
advanco.

it in not a very satisfactory condi- 
tion that officials who seem to be cn- 
deavoring te do their duty to Thin 
Acouptry without fear or favor get 
frequentiy at loggerheads wiih Cabi- 
net Ministers | The latest case is 
that of Captain Salmon, 
Wreck Commissioner, and practically 
a judge. 

The Journal did not know anything 
of Capt. Saimow until bis finding was 
published on the subject of the col- 
lision in which toc Kt. & O.N. steamer 
Canada was sunk near Sorel. Cap- 
tain Salmon's report sounded like the 
work of acomputcut, honest and fear- 
less judge. Enquiry wade by The 
Journal since produces only the one 
answer—namely that that is precisely 
the kind of a mau the captain is. 

Hie report on the Canaua disaster 
was plain, hard-bitting Enylisb, with 
corresponding infliction of penalties 
on steamboat men who cither didn't 
know their business of didn’t do their 
duty The report and the penalties 
were exactly the sort of thing likely 
tu be most effective tv prevent other 
dixasters—and the St. Lawrence route 
has had a heap too many disasters. 

But this feariess and competent uf- 
ficer resigns because, ax he thinks, 
an attempt was made to interfere 
With hie court duty by Sir: Prefon- 
tuine, Minister vf Murioe. It Is ex- 
tremely unfortupate that thero 
should be the slighest basis for any 
such belief on Captain Salinon’s part

Beeswax and galt rubbed on fiatirons 
will make them aa smooth as glass. 
Tie s Jump of wax In a Dit of cloth and 
keep it for the purpose. When the 
irons are hot rub them with the war 
rag and then on a paper well sprinkled 
witb salt. 


Bureau Dravrers. 

To clean bureau drawers begin with 
the top one. Turn everything out, Iny- 
ing aside solled ribbons or collars or 
bits of Jace that have passed thelr days 
of usefulness, These can be cleaned or 
destroyed after house cleaning days 
aro over, Preserve them unless they 
are hopelessly worn. If worn get rid 
of them in the quickest and easiest 
way. 

Turn the drawer bottom up and 
brush it out with a broad, soft paint 
brusb, wipe out with a dampened cloth 
and then go over it with a cloth wet 
with a few drops of alcohol. The draw- 
er is then ready to recelve the ribbons, 
laces and accessories which one usual- 
ly Gnds in that “top drawer.” The al- 
cobol dries the drawer and makes it 
possible to replace the articles at once. 
The remaining drawers can be cleaned 
in the same way. And when all dresser 
and bureau drawers hare been gone 
over a long step has been taken to 
ward the dreaded house cleaning. 





Files and Screens. 

It Is a curious fact that files will not 
pass through netting, even though the 
meshes be quite Large, unless there Is a 
source of light, as from a window be 


hind It. -Thus in rooms with windows 


only on one side a net over the window 
will absolutely keep the files out, al- 
though the meshes of the net may be 
an Inch apart. 





Ink Stains on Wood.

Train--Brave Rescuers Find Uatimely

Sarnia, Oct. 10.—One of the most 
terrible calamitics in the history of 
Sarnia- took place at an early hour 
yesterday morning when: six Grand 
Trunk employes were sacrificed in tho 
St. Clair Tunnel. It was the result 
of a minor accident exposing the men 
to the fumes of carbonic acid gas, 
which at times pervades tho tunnet. 

A coupling having parted on a 
freight train, ten cars were allowed 
to remain in tho tunnel, while tho 
engine went out to sidetrack those 
still attached. The conductor, J. Ub. 
Simpson, remaincd with the cars. 
The engine returned, but was onl, 
able to take out threo of the cara, 
as the coupling had to be made xith 
a chain and was not considered 
strong enough to bear the weight of 
the wholv train of ten cars remain- 
ing. Simpson was still in the van 
when this trip was made. 

Death of a Rescuer. 

After tho engine came out some of 
the men engaged refuscd to return 
into the tunnel on account of the 
font air. Others were, however, se 
cured, and the engine went down the 
grade. Two of tho train crew, Con- 
ductor Richard ‘Tinsley of Sarnia, 
and Alfred Short, brakeman of Port 
Huron, then started to the rear to 
look for Conductor Simpson. Short 
succeeded in making his way through 
to the Port Huron side. but Tinsley 
in trying t@/rescue Simpson was him- 
self overcome. Both were found dead 
side bd) side in the van four hours 
later. U 

The details of what happened dur- 
ing the hour that the engine was in 
the tunnel will never be known, but 
{t is assumed that the steam went 
low, and the remainder of the cars 
could not be moved. Meantime the 
Kas grew worse. and the engineer, 
John Coleman. of Port Huron, diced 
at his post: His fireman, Forster. of 
Port Huron, beeame unconscious und 
fell, evidently while trying to start 


the engine, while Dan Gillies of 
Sarnia, brakeman, fell beside the 
engine and died from the gas 

Brave Rescue Volunteers. 

When Short reached the American 
Portal an alarm wus sent out. and 
Yardmaster MeRee of Sarnia called 
for volunteers to go with — hitnself 
down the tunnel to rescue the miss 
ingg men, whose fate Was more than 
gucssed from Short’s condition A 


Dumber immediately volunteered. and 
the fallewing men were picked Con- 
ductor Fisher of | Sarnia, ‘Thomas 
Metirath of Sarom, J) Humilton ef 
Sarnia.

While trying to uncouple the en- 
gine Walter Hawn, one of the rescue 
party.

sisted toward the portal Switch- 
tun Blake carried Hawn toe the  en- 
gine, and though too weak to pick 
up MeGrath or Gilhes. who were 


evidently dead. yet he succeeded in 
Blarting the engine, and taking on 
MeKee and the others made the 
portal successfully. Ele was the only 
conscious member of the crowd when 
the open air was reached Medical 
aid Was summoned. and after some 
hours the men recovered consctoun- 
ness. 
Superintendent Megg Dead. 

Meanwhile at the American end A. 
S. Begg, superintendent of termi- 
nals, was trying unsuccessfully to get 
volunteera to work, and finally 
started in alone. George Morden. au 
Canadian, from Wyoming. came up 
and followed Degg, taking with him 
the pumpman at the American port- 
al, George Mellon. When only a 
short distance jin they were affected 
by gas, but heard Begg’s voice and 
kept on. They found him dying on 
the track, and after carrying him «@ 
few feet had to drop him. Both the 
men fainted o short distance farther 
on. Begg. Morden and Mellon were 
taken out Inter by a party from the 
Port Huron tunnel station, but the 
superintendent was found to he dead. 

The town is in a st&te of great cx- 


citement, and the outcome of the 
coroner's inquest this morning is 
looked for with deep interest, as it 


is felt that in view of several caws 
of suffocation in the tunnel the coim- 
pany should have taken steps long 
ago to remove the risk. In the past

The Werd, in Bible Times, Balth the 
Preacher, Had Always a Debased

Los Angeles, Cal., Oct. 9.~In this 
sermon the preacher unsparingly ‘ex- 
poses tho folly and’ wickedness of 
pride, whether it be founded on an- 
cestry, possessions, social position 
and influence or upon personal van- 
ity. The text is Proverbs xxix., 23, 
‘*A man’s pride shall bring him low.’ 

The word “‘pride”’ in this age may 
sometimes be used in a good sense, 
In Bible times it always had a‘de- 
based meaning. Searching through a 
concordance I cannot find one place 
whero that word “‘pride’’ was not 
used as the symbol of ‘‘sin’’ and con- 
demned as the cause of sin. God do- 
bounces it all through the Old ‘Test- 
ament. God hurls at it his execra- 
tions all through the New.  Arrog- 
ance and pride compose the quick- 
sands which have destroyed many an 
immortal soul in the past. They are 
the insidious means whereby Satan 
is tripping up and manaciling his 


Therefore this‘sinful pride, which is 
found nestling in many hearts as a 
fatal cancer, must be cut out or 
some of us will be forever lost. 
First, consider -the silliest of all 
kinds of pride, that of aristocratic 
lineage. The spoiled infant in its 
Canopied bed, screaming for the at- 
tention of its nurse, is not more of 
a@ nuisance than are these p-ople who 
Strut through the world claiming the 
homage of their fcllows because of 
their having been born in an aristo- 
cratic home. It cries. ‘Bow low to 
me, not because — have brain or have 
accoinplished anything, not because I 
am of any earthly use to anybody. 
hut because my grandfather or great- 
grandfather has accomplished some 
thing to make his name famous” or 
because my great-grandmother had 
in her veins the blood of the Euro- 
pean aristocracy “Listen to the 
babblings of one who would continu. 


ally shake before our eves a single 
branck of his Geestral tree which 
happen bear a fow fragrant 


Dlossoms = while on that same gene 
ological tree are hundreds of other 
branches which have borne nothing 
but worm caten fruit. and which 
branches have been gnarled and 
twisted for generations and for cen- 
turies 

Tlave you ever stopped to consider 
how many diflerent ancestors you 
have had® My parents were two in 
number. had one father and one 
mother. But. stepping back another 
generation. I find I had four grand- 
parents and cight great-grandparents 
and sixteen great-great-grandparents. 
and thirty-two great-great-great- 
grandparents. And so back and back 
they go, doubling with cach genera- 


tion. A few hundred years” back I 
find my ancestors were not counted 
by the tens, hut by the thousands. 


Now, my friends, what right has a 
man with family pride to follow up 
one branch of a genealogical tree 
that lands him in a king's throne 
room or in an carl’# palace and ig- 
nore the hundreds of other ancestral 
fines, any one of which would land 
him in a peasant’s hut or perhaps 
even at the end of a hangman's 
noose? For, though some of us may 
net have had ancestors who Were 
hanged. all of us have had plenty of 
them who ought to have been hanged 
f they had been treated as they de 
served. Thus, when we estimate how 
inmany ancesters we all have had. 
both good and bad. there is a great 
deal of broad common sense in tho 
answer which Theodore Roosevelt 
gave to one of his boys who had 
beasted in school about hix family. 
The President said: “There are only 
two classes of boys in this world, 
tay fon Bg boys and small boys 
alike are either good boys or bad 
boys. It does not make very much 
difference from what family you 
spring, if you are a good boy the 
world will respect you and if a bad 
hoy the world will punish you and 
despise you."* 

Then thero is another fact that al- 
Ways amuses me in reference to the 
false assuinptions of fatily pride. 
Almost without exception the ‘great 
familics of the carth are proud of 
their descent from some one man Who 
in his youth was a nobody, the son 
of a hodcarricr, a stonemason or a 
leborer in the ditch. Where did the 
proud Astor fumily come from? 
From a paluce? Oh, wo. It sprang 
into prominence from a poor German 
emigrant who had to cross the At- 
lantic practically in the  stevrage. 
Where did the famous Vanderbilt fam- 
fly come from? Four generations back 
Corneliun Vangerbilt was a barefoot 
boy running about the Staten Isl- 
and hills. He made his first money 
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are you? If you are a nobody. you 
must fall to the rear of the onward 
marching of the human race, where 
you belong, or be. knocked down and 
trampled under foot. 

But though we would denounce the 
pretentious pride of birth, we would 
go further than this. We would de- 
mounce the arrogant pride of many 
men and women who’scem to have 


accomplished something In Life. If we 
are honest we must admit that such 
success#s ag we have achicved have 
been duc in no small degree to for- 
tuitous combinations of circumstanc- 
ca of which we have taken advan- 
tage and not exclusivcly to our own 
merits. We have no right to take all 
the credit ‘to oursclves.or to despise 
others who have not had the oppor-

; face, Many of them have been

helpless victims at the present time. |

hin- 
dered by poverty or lack of educa- 
tional facilities or ill-health, and wo 
show disgraceful ingratitude to Pro- 
vidence if we give ourselves airs of 
superiority over our less fortunate 
fellows who have not cnjoyed our ad- 
vantager. 

James A. Garficld once seemed to 
preach the doctrine that there are no 
difficulties in life too great for a man 
to overcome. In one of his addresses 
he said: ‘‘No man who is worth sav- 
ing can ever be drowned in tho 
troubled sea of life. No matter’ how 
far it is from shore, pitch him over- 
board and he will at Icast be able to 
swim ashore."’ I am not sure that 
statement of Garfield’s is always 
truce. I believe that there may come 
a time when a young man, like a 
young colt, can bo beaten too much 
and his spirit will be gone. I believo 
that a young man may have too 
many obstacles to overcome until at 
last he will lose his energy and he 
Will cease to struggle any more. In 
any case, it becomes us all to con- 
sider how much of our success is due 
to the advantages we have enjoyed 
and mever to assume superiority ov- 
er those who might have succeeded 
an well or better than we have done 
if their opportunities and equipment 
had been equal to ours. . 

Men make circumstances. Not al- 
wars. Some time ago when seated 
in a railroad train I read a news- 
paper article in reference to one of 
the notorious pugilists of the coun- 
try. ‘This article went something 
like this: “Mr. So-and-so will never 
amount to anything again in the 
roped arena. Why? Decause he has 
been twice whipped. A man is like 
a dog; when he has been beaten 
enough to find that some one clse is 
his master his nerve is forever gone." 
“flow truce in life is that!’ I sald 
to myself. Then ¥ pictured that 
noble" dog of Jack London's in his 
“Call of the Wild.“ He was a big, 
lovable, brave dog, but no sooncr 
was he sent north than he was club- 
bed until his spirit was broken. 
What then? Ho whined and whiimnper- 
ed like a frightened puppy. So some 
men, noble men, brave men in their 
youth, become failures as middle 
aged men. Why? Because they are 
battered and pounded by strug- 
gle after struggle and deleat 
alter defeat. They are halted 
in their progress through life 
by obstaclea practically impossible 
to overcome until at last their cour- 
age and nerve and fighting manhood 
practically goose away, O man, be 
not pufled up in your own conceit on 
account of your sceming triumphs in 
life’ You and I in a sense have both 
succeeded pot because we are smarter 
than all men, but because God has 
given to us chances of success which 
le has withheld from men who were 
just as smart and just as diligent 
and brave and aa conscientious as. 
ever we havo been. $ 

It is too often forgotten that ar- 
rogance and pride are sins in them- 
twelves. The lofty spirit which boasts 
that it is free from the guilt of oth- 
ers and holds aloof from the repent- 
whom it surveys with 
scorn, is not that pride a most bein- 
ous sin-in the sight of a just God? 
Imring tho darkest days of the 
French revolution of 1830 a gmat 
mob of insurgents and riotera were 
blockading the Parisian streets. ‘It 
is uscless to appeal to their reason. 
They have no reason,"’ said General 
Lafayette, the commander of the 
National Guard, which ultimately 
laced Louis Philippe upon the 
‘rench throne, “Shoot them dowa 
like dogs.” *‘Let me, general, try to 
scatter them,’” said a staff officer to 
hia commander. The young man 
took off his hat and rode up to the 
threatening mob.

The 
trains were the second section of a 
Passenger train from Wichita for St. 
Louis, and an extra freight train. 

Most of the dead were residents of 
Missouri and Kansas, as are the in- 
Jured. 

The passenger train, consisting of 
two day coaches, a Pullman and a 
caboose, wax foaded with World's 
Fair excursionists from Southeust- 
ern Kansus and Southwestern) Mis- 
souri, The Wichita passenger train 
bad been cut in two at) Pleasant 
Hill on account of the heavy toad 
and a locomotive attuched to the 
front car, without o baggage car us 
@ buffer. 

Freight Met Second Section. 


The extra freight had been side 
tracked at Montserrat for the first 
section of the Wichita train, which 
carricd signals that u second section 
was following. A locul passenger 
train passed and the freight crew 
took the local for the second section 
of the Wichita train and pulled out 
of the aidetrack. Three miles west 
the freight met the second section 

The impact telescoped the tender of 
the passenger locomotive and the 
front car, which was fall of passen- 
gers, and it was here that the sacri- 
fiew af 2ife took place.

THE TUNNEL DISASTER. 
—_—__ 
Use of Electricity Urged For the St. 
Ctatr Tunnel. 

Sarnia, Oct. 11.—Feeling here is at 
a high pitch as it is fclt that some 
measures must be taken immediately 
to change the condition of operation 
at the tunnel, so os to climinate the 
terrible danger to employes from 
coal gas. ‘The tunnel was in full 
operation yesterday, and there is 
nothing to prevent a recarrence of 
Sunday's horror at any moment. 
‘The tunnel is a mile in length, and 
is entiivly without ventilation ac- 
cording to the railway men. 

At one time it is stated that a 
aystem of forced draughts was tried, 
but it was found that the résults 
were unsatisfactory, and for several 
years past the suction caused by fhe 
moving trains has been relied upon 
to clear the air of the big tube. 
When a train gocs through the tun- 
nef the current of air follows it, and 
én ten minutes the air is compara- 
tively pure, When a train is stalled 
vr breaks a coupling as ix frequently 
the case the situation of the crew 
Decomes precarious, as the air in 
“locked and the coal gas has no 
vullet.

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Electricity a Complete Remedy. 

Four deaths have occurred in this 
way in the past six years, and from 
time to time announcementa havo 
been made that the tunnel would bo 
operated by electricity, which would 
bé a complete remedy for the» pre 
sent condition. In 1893 Conductor 
George Hawthorne -was overcome by 
the gas and was taken out dead. In 
November, 1897, a freight In charge 
of Conductor Ed. Dunn of Sarnia, 
Enginecr Pat Courtney of Port Hur- 
on, Brakeman..Joe Dalton and Wil- 
Mam Potter and Fireman Wil- 
liam Duncan was stalled in the tun- 
nel, and the men were prgrgeme by 
gas. Potter wag demented for some 
time as a result, Duncan was also 
incapacitated. Dunn, Palton and 
Courtney were corpses before they 
were carried to the portal. Suits 
were commenced against the ratlway 
at that time on the ground of negli 
gence in not ventilating the tunnel, 
but were settled out of court by the 
company. 

Other Tragedies, 

Jn December of last year a track 
walker named Joseph Boyd became 
violently insane, murdered his wife 
and committed suicide. At the cor- 
oner’s inquest medical evidence show- 
ed that before his death his health 
had failed, and that he was subject 
to periods of eccentricity, which ho 
had attributed to the length of time 
he was compelled to spond in. the 
tunnel. ‘Fhe coroner's jury found 
that the double tragedy was due 
to the indirect effect of the nox- 
ious gases. 

In addition to this record there 
have been other casex of men rescued 
In an unconscious condition. iecent- 
ly three section men were carried out 
stupified, but altimately recovered,

300 Lest With Jap Gaunbesi’ 

Tokio, Oct. 12.—The loss of the 
armored gunboat Helyen was an- 
nounced yesterday. It struck a mine 
off Pigeon Bay on the night of Sept. 
18 and foundered. . Nearly 300 per~ 
sons, her entire complement were 
drowned. Two petty officers and two 
sailors managed to reach Chiaopal 
Island, from which they were rescued, 

The Heiyen, which was engaged on 
guard duty off Pigeon Bay. was miss- 
ed by the ficct and a’search for the 
vessel] wan immediately begun. The 
petty officers and sailors found on 
Chiaopat Island reported that at 
dusk on Sept. 18 a storm came up, 
accompanied by high scas. ‘The 
Heiyen endeavored to return to her 
bane, when she suddenly struck o 
floating mine, which exploded under 
her starboard side amidships. 

Fought in » Dust Storm. 


Mukden, Oct. 12.—A Russian cor 
respohdent of the, Asseciated Press, 
describing incidents’ of the Russian 
advance, tells of a frightful «dust 
storm. peculiar to this scason in 
Manchuria, which raged on Saturday. 
It was at its height while o battal- 
lon of the Pekoff regiment, with 
guns. attacked a Japancse force post- 
ed in o village cast of the railroad 
and south of the Shakhe River, and 
drove out the Japanesg after a atub- 
born resistance. Cl of dust 
blinded the combatants and tnade {ft 
impossible to alm. The fingers of the 
soldiers were numb with cold, and a 
strong wind carried the shella be- 
yond the mark. The Jopanese got 
away In good order, carrying off 
their killed and wounded. The Rus- 
sinns lost 79 men, 

Mighty Straggle of Armies. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 13.—Severe 
fighting north of Yental. resulting in 
a temporary check of Gen. Kuro- 
patkin’s advance guard, in not re 
garded gt the War Office as indicat- 
ing a general engagement. The lat- 
est official dexpatches, indicating the 
disposition of the Various corps, 
show that. the whole army is not 


yet in Hn&of battle. The present 
engagement nay, therefdre, be re- 
garded an t result af a counter at- 


tack, which &n enterprising foe like 
the Japanese might be expected to 
make. but without any calculation 
to prevent the Hussian advaner. 
Gen. Kuropatkio’s present super- 
fority in numbers, it is held here, fs 
bound sooner or later to compel the 
Japanese to fall back upon their

UPRISING IN CHINA. 


Ten Thousand Adbere to Cause of Belli- 
cose Pigtalls. 


Shanghai, Get. 12.—The British 
Minister, Sir Ernest Satow, has 
notified the Chineso Minister of For- 
eign Affairs of an uprising an 
Tstmingsu- and Chantefu, on the 
border of Shantung, Chili, and Ken- 
on Provinces. ‘The uprising has 10,-" 
000 adherents. ‘The foreign mission- 
aries are seeking refuge, 

Yuan Shai Kai, Viceroy of the Pro- 
vince of Chili, has given ordirs for 
the suppreseion of the uprising. Dan- 
ger ia apprehended in the Province of 
HTonan, where the officials are pre- 
sumed to be ultra-conservative. 

General’ Ma, military governor of 
the Province of Chili, reports that 
‘the Mohammedans aro showing symp- 
toms of rebellion, and that tho Rus- 
Sians nro attempting to complicate 
the situation by deypatching troops 
for the protection’ of Russian sub- 
jects. Tho Ministry of Foreign Af- 
fairs has entered a protest, and has 
requested that the Russian troops bo 


recalled.

For some years after the Laurier 
Goverument came into power there 
was a large increase in Canadian cx- 
ports. The Government did nothing 
to promote this increase, yet the 
Liberals claimcd #1! the eredit for it. 
However for (jt fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1904, there was a decline of 
about sixteen million dollars in the 
valuc of Canadian exports as com- 
pared with those of the fiscal year 
1903 For the mweovth of July, 1904, 
the first month of the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1905, ilere was a de- 
cline of $2,493,116 in the value of cx- 
ports as compared with the same 
month of the previous year.

market is @ rare good sight in quaint 
Alkmaar when the peasant proprietor 
and his vrouw come in to drive their 
bargain at the weigh hoouse with the 
wholesale agents from far and near, 
and every hosteiry does its own brisk 
trade with both parties. Across those 
rounded bridges peculiar to Holland 
come shoals of peasant folk in pic 
turesque attire. Who does not know 
by now the dress with its glorious cap 
and golden “corkscrew” ornaments, the 
pride of many a generation, making 
pretty faces doubly bewitching and 
lending some subtle attraction to even 
the hardest featured dame well up in 
years? On they come—ciatter, clatter, 
| clatter, roluble with their guttural flu- 
ency we somehow feel we ought to un- 
derstand because of its confusingly 
famillar sound, but its very kinship to 
German sends us astray, and we listen 
and Iisten till the jargon about the 
weigh hoouse becomes a more hope 
less jumble of sounds thap ever to our 
ears, and we content ourselves with 
turning our attention to the building 
itself. It stands where its richly paint- 
ed facade can be seen clearly reflected 
fn the cool, smooth waters of the nelgh- 
boring canal, a dignified old pile, bullt 
in 1051, with an especial eye to the 
growlng importance of Dutch cheeses, 
Alkmaar having in that year received 
its “right to. weigh” from Willlam of 
Orange, and thus every cheese chang- 
ing bands from that date onward hav- 
ing passed from the producer to the 
dealer across the Alkmaar scales. The 
present ones, by the way, which have 
hung in thelr place since 1092, were 
made in Amsterdam at a cost of 858 
guilders and, having conscientiously 
performed their duties without a hitch 
ever since, certainly speak volumes for 
the workmanship of 200 and odd years 
850, 

Though the litte town is thronged 
from earliest morn with orderly 
crowds of heavy Hollanders, it is not 
until the musical chimes within the 
a)l iniportant weigh hoouse turret have 
signified the hour of noon by breaking 
forth in melody, generally from some 
well known comic opera, that the ac 
tual business of the day begins, al- 
though, “unofficially,” both parties to 
the coming transactions bave probably 
aiready taken time by the forelock 
over a glass of -hollands in some inn 
on the maarkt. Now, however, the 
cumbersome ware is carried within 
doors, the time honored ceremony Is 
gone through and the ticket stating 
the correct weight of each given, after 
which act the money changes hands. 
It-is a study in temperament, this 
welgh hoouse scene fn the little Dutch 
town. No “hurry skurry” mars the 
calm of the place or disturbs the phieg- 
matic, pipe sucking Individuals pri- 
marily interested in the transactions 
here golng forward. Tho cheese alone 
seems riotous and inclincd to wholesale 
insubordination, with a mind to roll 
bither and thither, possibly resulting 
from some “subconscious” memory of 
cows, green meadows and buttercups 
and a disinclination to coming bondage 
upon the prosalc shelres of some pro- 
vision dealer, 

If so, we honor the “last kicks,” fu- 
tile though they be, for accustomed 
bands soon pounce upon and gather 
up the stock, of which each single 
cheese welghs from two to six kilos, 
and they are swiftly carried out to 
make way for the next lot. And so on, 
all through the day, does the trade pro- 
“eced until the last “Eldamer” has been 
‘disposed of, but the extent of the bus!- 
ness done in so quiet and orderly a 
fashion on “cheese Market days” may 
‘to some’extent be gauged from the 
fact that no less than 5,000,000 pounds 
weight of Eldam cheeses are computed 
to pnss through the Alkmaar weigh 
hoouse annually before proceeding to 
Amsterdam and Rotterdam, where 
each {fs duly invested with it familiar 
ted coat, prior to more extended trav- 
els, by land and by sca, often Into the 
heart of the unknown, travels, how- 
ever, which almost {invariably end 
within the interior of man.

‘the ttle, . but, up-to-date 
capital of tho Islo of Man, Douglas, 
comes the announcement, says. 
Dglly. Telegraph, | that tho town 
council, following. tho example, aet by 
Blackpool, have made, arrangements 
whereby children attending olement- 
ary schools within the boro will be 
allowed to travel by the corporation 
tramways ‘at reduced rates. The 
idea, in short, is that coupons shall 
be issucd at threepence per dozen, or 
a farthing each, for the benefit of 
youngsters who resido at a distance 
from their school, the coupons being 
available between the hours of eight 
and nine in tho morning, twelve and 
two in the afternoon and four and 
five in the evening. Dwellers in the 
motropolis, who like to fecl that the 
capital of the Empire Is well abreast. 
of tho times, wil! naturally inquire 
whether the London County Council 
has ever considered the practicabilit 

of such a scheme. The answer is in 
the aflirmative. Quite recently the 
highways committee, who-are cn- 
trusted with the control of our 
tramways by the  authoritles of 
Spring Gardens, took the matter up, 
but came to the cenclusion that tho 
advantages to be derived would not 
be commensurate with the cost en- 
tailed. As this was dohe without 
any reference from the council itself, 
it was not made the subject of a 
formal report. School children, how- 
ever, have not been lost sight of in 
connection with tramways belonging 
to the London County Council, for 
on the occasion of picnics and treate

What is a matter of perfect sim- 
plicity at the Manx capital becornes, 
of course, a really vast and complex 
problem in the metropolis.

about 22 miles having been recon- 
structed to electrical traction. Sov- 
eral extensions have received the 
sanction of Parliament, and practi- 
cally the counci) will have acquired 
all the lines in the County of Lon- 
don by the end of the present year, 
the only exceptions being four miles 
belonging to the London United 
Tramways Co. anti the Harrow road 
and Padding lines, (Wo miles in 
Jength, the lease of which expires in 
1907.

Never mnke pie crust in a warm 
room and never mix it with a spoon, 
but with an fce cold knife. Use only 
ice water in moistening the pastry and 
shortening. The shortening should bo 
cold and firm. Butter makes the best 
Dastry. It is false economy to substi- 
tute anything else for it. 

Bake ple crust in a very hot orev, 
not so hot that it will burn before the 
lower crust Is done and yet Lot enough, 
to prevent the sbortening from melting 
before it browns. 
or tess slow the lard or butter will 
ooze out and make the dough a heavy 
mass. All ple crust should be thor- 
oughly chilled just before jt is put in_ 
the oren. 

Never beat and stir whites of egg, 
but “whip” them in light, frm strokes. 
If the’ recipe calls fOr well whipped 
whites never use eggs that refuse to be 
whipped to a froth stiff enough to be 
cut with a knife.’

Fire Appea:s to Be Under Con-. 


trot But News Indefinite. 





Totel Damage Wilt Probably Pase the 
Millien Dollar Mark—The Water. Pres- 
sure Was Entirely Inadequate—Greatest 
Fire in History of Moderna Winnipeg 
Was of Very Spectacular Milect.-Names 
of the Heavy Losers, 


Winnipeg, Oct. 12.—Last night the 
greatest fire in the history of modern 
Winnipeg has done damage to the ex- 
tent of over a million dollars, and is 


stil raging, though the efforts of the" 


fire department concentrated on the 
block immediately north of Ash- 
down's hardware store appears to be 
succecding in restricting the area of 
the conflagration, which otherwise 
threatens to destroy the new Union 
Itank skyscraper, the Leland Hotel, 
and the City Hall. . 

Commencing in the now Bullinan 
Bros’. thographing block,* filled 
with acids, it swept, aided by strong 
southeast winds, across Albert strect, 
igniting Ashdown's hardware placo 
and destroying every building in its 
path, including Steele's photographic 
supplies, the cheinicals of which add- 
ed to the general spectacular effect. 

Bullman's was totally destroyed, 
entailing ao loss of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars, as was also Ash- 
down's, which carrics the largest 
hardware stock in the west. 

No One Injured. 

Immense crowds assembled in the 
streets, but the police had perfect 
contral, and-so far no loss of life or 
injury ia reported. : 

Tremendous explosions of acids and 
stored ammunition in Ashdown's add- 
ed to the effect of the impressive 
scene, flames shooting 50 feet into 
the air over doomed buildings. 

Newspaper row was for a time 
threatened, but the wind moderating 
a little the newspaper offies were 
saved, though power fis cut off and 
morning papers will be hand-set in 
broad sheets, 

Now Under Control, 

Later.—The fire now appears to be 
tunder control, saving the bulk af 
the block between Albert and Wil- 
liam streets, fronting on Main street 

It is impossible ta estimate the to- 
tal damage, but it will probably pass 
the million dollar murk. 

The fire departinent worked heroic- 
ually in the face af the great ditli- 
culties, in view of the miserable wa- 
ter pressure 

The water pressure has proved ut- 


terly inadequate to the needs of a 
big city, and the matter will be 
taken up by the ity Council at 
once. 

Bullman’s had especial bad luck, 


as they had borrowed $65,000 from

Sir Wilfrid's Memory Proved Peor, As He 
Falled to Remember the Changes Made 
im the Graad Trask Pacific Contract 
Between 1903 and 1004—Conserrative 


Leader - Gets Great qBioception at 


Broekvitle, 


Brockville, Oct. 11L—(Special-)—The 
visit to Brockville to-day of R. L. 
Borden, the Conservative leader, prov- 
ed another triumph In his Ontario tour 
now: drawing to a close. Accompanied 
by Mrs..Borden he reached here this 
afternoon and was given a cordial re- 
ception, 3 

In the evening an enthusiastic rally 
was held ‘in the Grand Opera House, 
which was packed to ‘the doors with 
an audience numbering 200. People 
cameo from al! parts of the district, and 
as many more were turned away un- 
able to gain admission. 

Mr, Borden was escorted to the bulld- 
ing by the dist Regimental Band. His 
appearance on the platform was the 
signal for an outburat of applause, 
which was renewed again and again 
on his formal introductions by the 
chairman, H. A. Stowart. He was 
then presented with an address of 
welcome, proclaiming him the repre- 
sentative of all that is best In Cana- 
dian citizenship and public morality. 

His utterances im regard to the 
transcontinental rallway and the policy 
to be pursued by him were heartily 
endorsed, and his attitude on the policy 
enunciated by Rt. Hon. Joseph Cham- 
berlain was commended. The address 
closed with a strong endorsation of Mr. 
Borden's support of the principle f 
adequate protection for Canadian im- 
dustriex, 

Sir Wilfrid Correeted, 

Mr. Borden was In fine fettle, and 
discussed the political isyues of the 
day at great length and in masterly 
atyle, dealing principally with the 
governinent’s transcontinental railway. 
He corrected a atatement made by Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier In his Hdmilton speech 
and showed that the premier did not 
himacif understand the terms of the 
contract with the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Railway. He made thia criticism de- 
Uberately taking for granted The 
Globe's report to be correct- 

Sir Wilfrid says: "We have astipu- 
lated,” referring to the $25,000,000 cf 
cominon stock, which Is given to the 
G.T.R. In the contract. “that the G.T.Tt. 
not the G.T.P., but the old company, 
are to poasesa and retain it during the 
whole term of the lease.” 

And so they did In the contract of 
1903. but they had absolutely chang: 
ed tt Im the contract of 194, which 
apparently Sir Wilthid Laurier had 
forgotten. 

it Ie Important. 

Mr. Borden went into detail because 
he maintained it waa important that 
the people of this country should un- 
derstand the position. There was a 
provision in the contract of 1903 that 
the G.T.P, shoyld be at liberty to Is- 
sue $45,000.000 In common stock, altho 
so far as one can see the arrange- 
ment made by means of bonds and 
guarantee were enough to bulld the 
whole road, and pariiament was told 
that $25,000,000 of this common stock is 
gomg to be handed over to the G.T.R. 
corporation and probably for a merely 
nominal consideration, 

The candidate, Mr. Culbert, made a 
pleasing address, and was warmly fe- 
eelved- After Andrew Broder, ex-3f.P., 
Morrisburg; Dr. Reid, ex-M.P., Pres- 
cott, and A. E. Donovan, Athens, had 
spoken briefly, the meeting closed with 
the usual cheers, Mr. Horden being ¢s- 
corted back to the hotel by demon- 
strative crowds.

DID NOT LIVE HAPPILY 


Mrs. Dee Said She Would Like 
to“Stée Her Husband Dead. 








Dr. Coleridge Swears At the Inquest That 
Mr. Dee Died of Strychaine—Mis. Deo 
Desies Giving Him Anything—Mrs. 
Kennedy swore Mrs. Dee Said Bhe 
Would KiL_Him If She Could—Evidence 
of Tuesday, $ 


Ingersoll, Oct. 13.—The arrest of 
Mrs. William Dew of Salford, on sua- 
picion of having murdered her — hua- 
band, has produced a sensation in 
this vicinity. Mrs. Dee was taken be- 
fore Magistrate Morrison and re- 
mandecd for a week, when it is ex- 
pected the ‘coroner's jury will have 
given uy verdict fixing responsibility 
for the crime, 

Doator's Testimony. 

Dr. Coleridge. who attended the de 
cearcd just before his death, was tho 
first Witness called. <When summoned 
to Salford he had been told to bring 
alony a stomach pump. He naturally 
concluded then that it was a case of 
poisoning. He arrived at the Dee 
honw and found the patient, William 
Jive, suffering from convulsions. His 
pulse was practically motionless and 
he was in-great agony. The dogtor 
proceeded to administ€r an antidote 
hypoderimically and also attempted 
to give n little medicine. About the 
Same moment the patient died. Tho 
doctor had been at his side only four 
minutes, There were no marks of vio- 
lence on the body and Dr. Coleridgs 
believed death to have been the re- 
sult of strychnine. 

Mrs. Dee On the Stand. 

‘The wife'of the deceasod, Mrs. Dee, 
said she had first seen her husband 
Monday morning between 8 and 9 
o'clock. Ile had caten his breakfast 
and then had gone out to work. Ina 
few minutes he returned fecling il: 
He threw himself on the lounge and 
hia wife prepared a drink of sweet 
milk and water but he did not drink 
it. Mrs. Dee was about to go to her 
neighbor's, John Quinn, for help. 
but her husband told her Quinn 
was away. Then she went to James 
Kennedy's, the sick man telling her 
as she left the house to hurry back 
ax he [elt loncsome. Mr. Kennedy 
sent for the doctor. 

Returning home Mrs. Dee found her 
husband in a nervous state and sul- 
fering from convulsions, Hw sald he 
had a bitter taste in his mouth, and 
that his breakfaxt made him sick. 
The witness testified that he had had 
Potatoes, bread, butter, cake, pic 


and tea for breakfast. She had not ; 00. 


breakfasted with him but had par- 
taken of the meal at an carlicr 
hour, as she had felt hungry. 

Dida‘t Live Happily. 

“We have not lived happily to 
gether always."’ said Mrs. Dee on 
the witness stand. “1 can’t remem- 
ber whether my husband ever threat- 
ened me or not. He wax always 
good to buy things. I myself never 
threatened to do anything I should 
not do. I made all the breakfast 
yesterday morning except the cake. 
My husband remarked that the 
cake did not Jook right. Ile 
cut It and eat a piece. It 
had been purchased at in- 
gersoll on Frideg of lant) week. I 
never threatened to give my husband 
anything. [ never beard him = soy 
he would like to put himself out of 
the world, After Mra, Kennedy camo 
to our place yesterday morning my 
husband told me «here his money 
was and sald good-by. ‘Tu inv know- 
ledge he had no poisonous drug in 
the house. He wag with me when tho 
cake was bought. T gave him every- 
thing he ate seaterday morning. and 
after Mrs. Kenne¥y came [ gave him 
inustard and wajer to make = hin 
vomit. it never\ crossed my mind 
that I would like fo put my husband 
out of the way. He asked me yes- 
terday morning If — had given him 
nnsthing bitter, To said no. We had 
no quarrel or dispute yesterday 
morning. [ didn’t cat any of the pic 
or cake ot breakfast. After break- 
fast my husband went into the pan- 
try.” 







Would Like Him Dead. 

“I did not tell anyone.’’ Mra. Dee 
added. ‘‘that I would like to give 
ny husband anything to make hin 
sick, but not Kill him, I did say [I 
would like to see him dead. I don't 
remember usa having any words Sat- 
urday or Sunday.” 

Mrs. James Kennedy, who procecd- 
ed to the Dec home alter Mra. Dea 
had asked Mr. Kennedy to go for the 
doctor, was tho last witness called 
When Mrs. Dee 
called she told the witness that her 
husband was very ill and could not 
last long. : 

“I asked Mrs. Dee,”’ sald Mrs, 
Kennedy, ‘‘If.ahe had given her hus- 
band anything, meaning poison. She 
said he had gotten his own break- 
fast. She had given him only a cup 
of tea. She had put milk in it. = 
asked Mrs. Dee the first question be- 
cause of certain remarks she had 
made to me. 

A Threat te Kil, 


“Last - spring and summer - Mrs. 
Deo spoke to mo of the treatment 
she recolved from her husband, and 
sho‘sald she would kill him if she 
could, She also spoke of going 
away, as she could not live with 
her husband, I told Mr. Dee of this 
unhappiness of Mrs, Dee, and he 
spoke kindly of her. Yesterday af- 
ternoon I asked Mrs. Doo if sho ro- 
membered what she had said to me

Mikado's Men Attacked Alt Along the Line and Made An Advance — 


Kuropatkin Whipped —Gen, Oku’s Army Alone Captured 
25 Guns, While The Enemy Was Repulsed

Field Headquarters of the Japan- 
eso Left Army, Oct. 12, 5 p.m., via 
Fusan, Oct. 14.—The Icft army made 
an advance last night and early this 
morning occupied a position close to 
a village and field occupied by the | 
Russians. The Japanese ‘attacked , 
along the wholv linc, driving the 
Russianw out of the positions which 
they retired to yesterday. At three 

o'clock this afternoon the Russiaus 
were retreating northward in disor- 
der..The Japanese captured o coni- 
plete "Russian battery. The Japancsa ; 
are pursuing and shelling the retrcat- 
ing Russians, whose Josa is probably 
large. 

~ Russiaes Beaten. 

Tokio, Oct. 14.—It is yet too carly 
lo measure tho results of the tremen- | 
dous struggle which has been engag- 
ed for the past three days south of} 
Mukden, but all reports reaching 
Tokio indicate that Gen. Kuropat- | 
kin has been decisively whipped and ; 
severely punished. The lussian com- |

ing and following up tne advan- 
tages. Kuropatkin may turn up on 
favorable ground and succced in beat- 
ing back the Japanese onslaught, 
but the tide scems against him. 

The Japanese yesterday began a 
desperate effort to turn the Russian 
right, and if this effort should be 
successful it will carry disaster to 
the Russian arms. 

The struggle around Bensihu is be- 
ing followed with Intense Interest 
- here. Russian forco there Is esti- 
mated at 5,000, and its isolation or 
loss would be a severe loss. 

Estimates of tho total forces en- 
gaged vary. One telegram from Liao- 
yang says that the Russians havo 
two hundred thousand men, with 1,- 
Oot guns. The Japanese force ex- 
ceeds the number engaged at the bat- 
tle of Linoyang.

The Manchurian headquarters, in a 
telegram sent yesterday, reports as 
follows: 

“Since the last report our right 
army has been continuing a virorous 
puradit of the enemy towards the 
north, 

“The column which was despatched 
in the direction of Shihchiootsu to 
intercept the. retreat of the enciny 
from Bensthu continues its opera- 
tions. 

“The central army continues its at- 
tack on the Russians, and expects to 
occupy the Ine between Tungshankou 
and Huchiakuchiatsu yesterday. Tho 
enemy in this dircctfon appeared to 
retreat continuously until dusk Wed- 
nesday ovening. 

“A report that a large column of 
the enemy {s moving to the south- 
west and is commencing the erection 
of defensive works at Chienhuangohi- 
atuen cannot be verified 

Capture Guns Everywhere. 


“The number of guns captured by 
the centre column of the Ieft army 
is 16, instead of cight, as previously 
reported. 

“The right wing of the centre col- 
umn of the left army captured four 


guns. 

“The right column of the Ielt 
army, while pursuing the eneiny west 
of the Schill River, captured five 
guns, making the total number of 
guns captured 25. 

“Tho supports and the artillery re- 
serve advanced to Kuchiatzu and vi- 
cinity, driving the Russians from Hu- 
anchiaticn. 

“The right wing of a left column 
of the centre army captured 150 pri- 
soners." 

Port Arthur 800a to Fail. 

St. Petersburg, Oct, 14.—General 
Stoessel’s report of the condition of 
affairs at Port Arthur, received yes- 
terday, shows that the garrison on 
Oct. 7 was in unimpaired spirits, 
making a heroic defence agninst a 
series of most bitter assaults in all 
the history of sieges.! The closeness 
of the fighting and the deadly char- 
acter of attacks and gounter-attacks 
are shown by tho ct that both 
aides are using hand grenades. and 
that the Japanese, sitet 2 prone 
capture of the impo! t signal stat- 
jon hill, were ceasih-to hold. tho. 
position in the face of the fire from 
the fortress. The reckless ferocity of 
the nssaults scem to make it cer- 
tain that Port Arthur can only be 
held by aon immense expenditure of 
ammunition. 

Rasotans Fight Os. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 14.—Desperate 
fixhting and heavy losses on doth 
wkides, with varying ‘sucoess for the 
Russians—such in the summing up of 
the situation by General Kuropathin 
in a telegram filed Oct. 13.

Contrary to Field Marshal Oyama’s 
report, no indication is given in Gen- 
eral Kuropathin’s telegram of an 
enveloping movement by Gencral Oku, 
The only positions captured by force 
were at the centre, where the Hus- 
sians were compelled to retire dur- 
ing the afternoon, There is no men- 
tion of the loss of guns. The War 
ONfice maintains that even if it is 
true, it is of no matertal conmsjuence.

hemisphere of the sun several excep- 
tionally large. and numerous small, 
spots, Since the disappearance, on 
July 27, of the lust of the extensive 
June and July proups of spots, these 
products of condensulion still contin- 
ued to show tbemscives, put they 
tnvarlably remained small and incon- 
SpicuoUus. 

On the 
Lowever, 


nights of August 2] und 23, 
there appeared the 
southern spol zone, on the castern 


edge, an extensive stretch of erup- 
tons of brilliant radiance, which were 
vible only near the edye of the sun, 
and afterwards these could be recog- 
nized therein by day spots which 
through spherxeal shortening were In 
form skuiar to lines, As farther ad- 
vauce was made towards the sun's 
anerMlan, the group of spots Increas- 
et in size, and soon took cnormous 
dunensions. On August 27 the group 
assumed the curious shapo of a beau- 
tMully formed garland, which shew- 
el in its avestern part a huge black 
tnss Wke a rosette, and consisted of 
very cnormous smgle spots. On Au- 
kust 28, when the group already had 
the centre of the sun behind It. it 
forsexsed a total length eof  Gy.4R9 
macs. 

Ths ¢hrantie area of eruption was 
followed in the suuth spot zone at 
an .uterval of two days by a smaller 
crupton with « black spot of still 
very respectable size. and this was 
followed by o th.rd in the same zone 
of Ukewise large dimensions, having 
one anacn spot and several smaller 
spots, which had extended, by Aug- 
ust 28, three days after its appear- 
ance, over a distanee of fram 34,740 
mites to 38.601 miles. Also In the 
northern spot zone, with a length of 
almost the samo as the area of erup 
Won first described. there appeared 
several amall spots, so that simul- 
taneously there were four groups ob- 
servable. Professor Stentzel counted 
on the sun's disk, sd far as the wea- 
ther allowed him, six Independent aun 
spots {n 1901, seven In 1902, 30 in 
1903. and up to August 28 this year 
72.—Berlin Correspondence, London 
Standard.

gives no warning when It Is about to 
erupt’ The theory is advanced that 
the basin is somewhat like a funnel 
and that when the water and stones 
are ejected the larger stones return 
and jam in the neck, thereby choking 
the outlet, so that an enormous pres- 
sure of steam must shift them. When 


the pressure 1s sufliciently great to | 


blow out the obstructions it naturally 
would eject water to a great height. 
The theory, however, is at best rather 
fanciful. 

This geyser {8s not the only one to 
be scen in the vicinity. Others may 
be mentioned, suck asx the Vohutu, 
Wairoa, Feather, Papakurm and oth- 
ers, besides mud voleanoes.—Sclentipe 
Americun.

Speaking on the avove matter this 
morning, a prominent citizen exprexs- 
ed himself raiber forcibly. 

“Think,” he said, “of the loss to 
the former sharcholders of the Gas 
Company, many of them widows, 
which had been going on for years. 
If that work had been done properly 
it is possible that the company might 
nescr have gotten into the deep 
water it did, and its sharcnolders 
have been compelled to sell out for 
next to nothing. Think, too, of the 
high rates for gas which our citieens 
were compelied to pay, which might 
easily bave becn reduced had the 
work of the company been properly 
done and ita expenditures kcpt down, 
aa they might have been. To my 
mind, the partics who put in those 
pipes have been guilty of culpable 
negligence, and should be pun’sbed for 
it. I think ovr citizens should de- 
mand an investigation tu find out 
who is responsible. Whoever Jid the 
work, whether manager, Jesseo or 
contractor, shculd b: shown up, and, 
if he cannot be punished, be should, 
at alt events, be held uy ta public 
censure.” :

A CANADIAN PORT IN’ PERIL: 


How the GIP, schamo‘%s viewed 
“down by the sca” can bo gathered 


A by a perusal of the following article 


fram the Halifax Herald? {We would 
ask, Can any conscientious, Joyal 
ettizen of this great Dominion’ vote 
for a scheme whiob Is calculated to 
drivo away trade from scaports of 
Canada to those of tho United 
States? Read the Herald's article; 
it may open your cycs: 

“Halifax was never before In such 
‘peril as It now Is under threat of 
the Government's deal :with the 
Grand Trunk and the mad railway 
scheme connected therewith. That Is 
a scheme to strangle the Intercolon- 
inl, to slde-track the Muritime Pro- 
vinees,.and toAle up the trade of the 
Cunadian (West to the Grand Trunk 
system and Portland, Muine. What 


that means to the futuro of this 


port. not only every business man, 
but every citlzen can casily estimate. 

“The only hope for Halifax Is in 
the Conservative railway policy, of 
improving the Intercolonial from 
this port to Montreal, and extending 
it to the wheatficldx of the West, 
and placing the whole under the 
insnagement of railway experts, ‘ free 
from poktical party interference.’ 
who will conduct the road exclusive- 
ly im the Interests of the Canadian 
people. That will settle the future 
of Conndiun trade at once and for 
all. That will settle the great win- 
ter port question. Under that pollcy, 
Halifax and St. John must become 
the winter ports of Cunada, and Port- 
land. Maine, will cease to be Canada's 
winter port. That will also acttle 
tho Fast Atlantic service question, 
for with o Poople’s Railway from 
Halifax to the Paelfic, there wil] 
soon be a fast Steamsh‘p Service 
from Halifax to Britain. The Con- 
servative railway polley must make 
Halifax o great rallway and sateam- 
ship terminus and port beyond the 
shadow of o doubt. (There is no 
“perhaps” about it. That position 
for Halifax is one of the essential 
features of the Conservat\we railway 
poley. Similar remarks would ap 
ply to St. Jobn, but there need te 
no fecEng of rivalry. for with tho 
People’s Transcont.nental runnfag to 
and from both these ports, the kreag 
traffic of Canada will, in the senting 
years, supply both. ¢irest Cunadian 
Ports with-alf the business they will 
be able to handle. But if the Gov- 
ernment's Grand Trunk scheme be 
not killed on clectlon day, the bulk 
of that great and growing traffle 
will go through Portland, Muine. 

“ The Government leaders and apol- 
ogistu of course pretend to the peo- 
ple of the Marime Provinces that 
their Grand Trunk Pacifle scheme 
will bring new trafflco to such ports 
as Hakfax and St. Join: but there 
iu not an atom of proof of that; 
there in no guarantee of that. The 
Grand Trunk corporation will be boss 
of the whole «uation, and it will 
be enormously tu the intcrest of the 
Grand Trunk to carry everything It 
tan to Portlund, Maine, and nothing 
can, therefore, be more certam than 
that they will carry everything jo 
Portland. But even if tt were mere- 
ly doubtful, why should Ualax or 
any other part of the Mnritime Pro 
vince» vote for a scheme of doubtful 
advantage, when they have, on the 
other hand, presented to them a 
scheme of absolute certain advant- 
age? Why should they go into a 
speculation worse than dabbling in 
stocks; why sbould they go into 
throw-ng dice, with the dice heavily 
loaded against them: when thefe Is 
no need whatever of running any 
risk; when they can adopt the Con- 
servative railway polley and xccoure 
thé great and absolutely sure ad- 
vantages of that poloy? ‘Why 
should any people gamble, with the 
chances all against thom, when, In 
wnother way. namely, by adopting 
the Conservative transportation pol- 
icy. they can sccure, beyond the 
possibijity of n doubt, the very 
thinge they require for thelr indus- 
triul and commercial good? 

“No reasonable pople wil go Into 
a doubtful speculation when they 
can steure even greater benefits with- 
eut an atom of risk. Tho very ut- 
most that the Grit, apologists have 
te offer is a very doubtful chance 
of possdle advantage. sometime ; and 
they cannot conceal ‘the fact that 
the threat of great injury to the 
Muritlme Provinces and all Cannda, 
ia much more conspicuous than any 
possible advantage; but Mr. Borden's 
Tallway polley puts tho commercial 
future of such porta as Hakfax and 
St. John beyond the shadaw of a 
doubt, and at the same timo pro 
vides for all Cunada the inestimable 
boon of low traffic rates, and free- 
dom from corporation rallway mono- 
poly and ruinous exactions.”

King George of Saxony, who was 
born at Pillnitz, on Aug. 8, 1832, 
succeeded to the throne on the death 
of his childless brother, Albert, on 
June 19, 1902. In May, 1859. he 
marricd at Lisbon, Marie Anna. a 
sister of the King of Portugal, who 
died in February, 1884. There wero 
five children—the Princess Mathilde, 
Prince Frederick Augustus, the Prin- 
cess Marie, Prince Jean-Georges and 
Prince Maxmilian, In the war of 
1870, King George held the rank of 
field marshal of the German army.

Russians New Pleelng. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 17.—The of- 
ficint vell was yesterday lifted from 
the ghastly tragedy around Shakhe 
River, but even the official account, 
supplemented by numcrous press des- 
patches, lenves much uncertainty as

KUROPATKIN CRUSHED BACK. 
Leaves 30,000 Dead fSehind After a Fierce 
Fight. 


Tokio, Oct. 17.—Lengthy reports 
from the field received yesterday, and 
published last evening, arq as fol- 
lows: 

“Right. Army.—The force of the 
enemy which opposed the right flank 
of the right army, holding the vicini- 
ties of Tumentsu (Tumin) and Pa 
Passes, engaged our detachment, 
which was sent to Densihu, but was 
unable to keep his ground on (ct. 
14, and showed signs of retreat. ‘The 
commander of the army then ordered 
the Bensihu detachment to hotly pur 
sue the encmy toward the cast and 
north, The detachment jinmediately 
formed itself into two detachments 
and pursued the encmy toward Pin- 
taitzu and the Hsiata (Sakhe?) Riv- 
er, driving the enemy before them. 

“The enemy, who had retreated, 
stopped at Pieniuhungpo and is for 
tifying that place.

“The right column of tho army, 
which has been engaging the enemy 
near Chinoksicntin (Chaohsin Pass), 
observing that the enemy showed 
signs of retreat, immediately gave 
chase toward Tnichaiku, while the 
centre and left columns, co-operating 
attacked the forces of tho enemy 
which were occupying positions ncar 
Siku Mountain ond defeated them. 
These columna immediately advanced 
in a line on tho Sha (Suakho?) Itiver.

A VETERAN OF 1837. 


EDMUND TENCH Was ONE OF 
THOSE WHO SENT THE CARO- 
LINE BLAZING OVER NIAGARA 
FALLS. 


Niagara Falls, Oct 12-The tuneral 
of Edinund Tench took place yester- 
day morning from hts late residence, 
228 Bridee otrect, (to All Saintw 
Church and cemetery, tho service be- 
ing conducted by Rev. Willam Deo 
van. Mr. Tench was 85 years old. He 
was born in Taunton, England, but 
nearly hin whole life was spent in 
Canada. Hie father was Captain John 
Huimpbrey Tench, a former promin- 
ent remdent of Queenston. Edinund 
Teich served in the militia under Sh 
Allan MeNab in 1837-8, and was one 
of the two or three survivors of the 
fifty odd men who, with Captain 
Diew, R. N., cut out the Caroline 
from Schlosser dock and sent her 
blazing over the Falls — the most 
Memorable achicvemcnt of tho Re- 
Lelhon, and one of the most stirring 
events in Canadian history. His first 
wife was a daughter of the late Gen. 
cral Murray, a{rs. (Rev. Dr.) Lundy 
was a sister and Colonel] Donald 
Tench, 2 totired Pritivh officer, liv- 
ing in England, a brother. 

Mra. Henry Carre, of this city, is 
connected with the Tench fasaily, her 
father, the late Dr. Lundy's second 
wife being a sister of tha deceased.

Wut the Rus- 
sian Ambussador at Washington re. 
pudistes the idca, and the Japauese 
Minister in London coldly remarks: 
“It in not for Japan to judge if the 
tune bas arrived lo talk about peace 
This rests with the Government of 
Ewperor Nicholas.” 

There is a long account of the Jap. 
anese operations iu front of Port 
Arthur to band, beg:nning with tho 
battle of Nanshan [till on May 23. 
The date al which the despatch is 
ts not very clear, but apparently the 
Japanese state that are te pre. 
sent time they have lost 5,000 and 
the Russians 1,500—and Port Arthur 
hay not yet fallen —The Globe.

Loudou, Oct. i8.—Great Britain Is 
threatened with trouble in connec.

Suanke Venom, 

The action of snnko venom on cold 
Dlooded animals has been tested by Dr. 
Noguchl in a long seriea of experi- 
ments, .Three venoms were employed 
—viz, those of the cobra, water moc 
ecasin and rattlesnake. Snakes and 
frogs succumb easily to cobra ven- 
om, but are relatively tnsusceptible to 
the other venoms. Turtles are more 
susceptible to all venoms than the 
foregoing, and fish aro still more so. 
The grasshopper and some crabs are 
almost insusceptible, while the lobster 
is only moderntely resistant. Except- 
ing the earthworm, all the worms show- 
ed o low degree of susceptibility. Tho 
Yenoms hare Nttle effect on the echl- 
Dodermata; sen urchins succumbed, 
however, but starfish ond sea cucum- 


bers were not perceptibly affected.— °

The Right Rev. Maurice Scollard 
Baldwin in the fourth son of the late 
John Spread Baldwin, of Toronto, 
and was born in that city, June 21, 
1836. He was orduined deacon in 
1860 and pricsted the following year 
bys the late Bishop Cronyn, taking a 
curacy at St. Thomas and subse 
quently the ineursbency of St Paul's, 
Port Dover. In a few years he went 
te Montreal, where his carnest  clo- 
quence gained him a high reputation. 
Ite became rector of Christ Church 
Cathedral, Dean of Montreal in 1870 
and third Bishop of Mluron in 1883, 
Dr. Baldwin belonged to the evan 
Kvlixtic school among churchmen, and 
his practical piety has ‘on many 
tributes. He ia the author of two 
Volumes and has identified himself 
with the Lord’s Day Alliance, and 
the Weatern Bible Society.

FOR THE DAILY MENU. 
Suggestions For the Use of a Number 
of Timely Delleacies. 

Peaches and melons haye ‘reached 
thelr height, and grapes are an incom- 
Ing tide. Nearly every kind of vege- 
table appears in market in great quan- 
Uty, with corn, Ilina beans and toma- 
toes among toothsome and popular dell- 
cacies. A few hints from Table Talk 
on the use of the seasonable things {n 
the dally menu ‘are subjoined. 

“When tomatoes are round ‘and firm 
they may be hollowed out and stuffed, 
elther with seasoned rice, hominy or 
other. cooked. cereal, cold bolled chop- 
ned meats or yegetables or crumbicd 
bread, and baked. Corn can be stewed 
with the Ilma beans (succotash), and 
when too old to be served on tho cob 
{t makes a delightful pudding; it can 
also be grated and used in fritters, 

For the hot days an appetizing lunch 
dish is a cucumber and onion ragout. 
For six people thinly slice two large 
or three smaljl onions, Heat two table- 
spoonfuls of dripping or butter In a 
frying pan, put In the onions and cook 
very slowly until they begin to color, 
then draw to one side of the pan. Add 
four cucumbers which bave been pared, 
cut In long, thick slices, dried and 
dipped {n flour. Brown them rapldly 
and draw to one side, dredge In sufll- 
clent flour to absorb the fat, then grad- 
ually add boiling water to make a 
sauce—about one cupful and a half. 
Color with a few drops of kitchen bou- 
quet, season with salt, pepper, a spoon- 
ful of tomato catcbup and oa little wal- 
nut catchup, then cover and stew slow- 
ly for twenty minutes, Serve on toast. 

A good soup is made by boiling one- 
half a cupfol of rice in two quarts 
of water until reduced to a thick 
starch. Add to this a pint of reduced 
stewed tomatoes, season with salt, pep- 
per and onion juice and rub through a

‘steve. Reheat and serve with crou-” 
tons, sprinkling over it when in the 
tureen a little finely chopped parsley. 
For clam chowder remove the rw 
clams from the shel} and put through 


the food chopper. For each pint try 
out a quarter of a pound of fat salt 
pork cut fine. Cook in this fat two 
chopped onions and when begiuning to 
color add the clams, a pint of raw 
diced potatoes and a pint of boiling 
water. Simmer slowly unti] the pota- 
toes are tender, then add a pint of 
milk thickened with three tablespoon- 
fuls of flour, season well with aalt and 
pepper and simmer for five minutes 
longer. 

When cold soups are not desired snd ° 
clams are not available for a first 
course for dinner serve frult. At this 
season melons, peaches or grapes nre 
the most appropriate. They should be 
thoroughly chilled and served simply, 
the melons opened or cut, the peaches 
sliced and sugared, tho grapes rinsed 
and laid on a cloth to dry, then ar- 
ranged on each plate in a cluster. 

Cantaloupes, after Being chilled, should 
be opened at the last minute and the 
seeds remored. To fill the centers with 
broken ice weakens and frequently dils- 
sipatea entirely the finest favor of the 
fruit. Watermelous should be so cut 
as to give each person n portion of the 





center or-“beart,” which {s the sweet- | 


est portion of the fruit. Thin may be 
done by prepariug it as suggested In 
tho Illustration. 

Originally a Maryland delicacy, the 
Peach cobbler Las become a favorite 
wherever fresh peaches are obtainable. 
Pare enough large sweet ones to al- 
Most fll a deep pudding dish. Do not 
lialve or pit them, but sprinkle with 
plenty of sugar, then cover with n rich 
ple crust rolled rather thicker than 
usual. Bake In n moderate oven for 
from forty minutes to an hour, 





Plokled Silver Skinned_Onions, 
Every housekeeper should prepare 
| for pickling by providing plenty of the 
\ best vinegar, a variety of spices both 
whole and ground, Including white 
mustard seed, celery seed, tumeric 
powder, olso dark brown sugar, and 
make a number of small spice bags out 
of cheesecloth. Mare crocks of differ- 
ent sizes, wide mouthed jugs and glass 
Jars scalded and ready for use. 

If allver skinned onlons are careful- 
ly prepared they make a very delicate 
and piquant pickle.

The Fire on the Hearth—The Modern 
Fraakiiz ang Other Steves—Heat- 
tug With Hot Aix, Het Water and 
Steam—Decoration of Radiators. 


With all‘of these well defined steps 
of Improvement in house heating it is 
a curious fact that not one of them has 
been discarded. The fire on the hearth, 
supplemerited by other heating, is still 
& popular, important feature in the 


s

house. Modern Franklins are on the 
market. Steves continpe In use In 
many places, and the hot alr farnace 
ts retained in many of our small dwell- 
Ings. 

Ifeating by Lot water and steam bos 
been carried to a high plane of excel- 
lence by various Ingenious mechanical 
contrivances, For hot water the radia- 
tor must necessarily be larger than for 
steam, and with the latter a room can 
attain a high temperature more rapidly 
than When bot water is the medium. 
In the steam heated room the dry at- 
mosphere may be moistened by keep- 
Ing fresh water In an open basin on the 
top of the radiator, and scientific house 
wires xay that adding a litte ammonta 
to the water Increases Its efficiency. 

A way of combining direct and indl- 
rect heating is also gaining favor. By 
this method a radlater with a ventilat 
ing box for Its base Is placed under or 
in front of a window, and the fresh air 
from out of doors is warmed before It 
ts distributed In the apartment. The 
advantage of the system consists in the 
purity ef the air. 

Among the improvements in the con- 
struction of boilers for steam or hot 
water heating is the adoption of cast 
iron In place of stvel or wrought Lron, 
thus preventing them from rusting 
when not in use. For the older style of 
packing the joints a better way has 
been substituted Ju introducing tathe 
turned joints that prevent leakage. 

The radiator of onilnary shape is 
well known, but the variations made 
upou the general plan to suit buildings 
of irregular construction are number- 
less. 

Curved walls, rounding windows, 
crooked stairwnys, corners and angles 
of all types are Otted With radiators to 
suit their eccentricity o& ine. Ip bath- 
rooms or ting halls wherg space on the 
tioor must be economized $he clever de- 
signer of radiators bay made soine that 
euu be suspended against the wall on 
bracketa, 

In the dinfag room the radister may 
be selected not only for making the 
room comfortable In winter, but for 
wurting dishes for the table. A radia- 
tor for the butler’s pantry Is made of 
steam or hot water pipes, giving a gen- 
Ue warinth for food whiting to be 
served for the meals. 

The position of the radiator Is a seri- 
ous problem to the bousebullder, {n- 
creasing in dificulty when the rooms 
are contracted tu size. The proper time 
for n consideration of this matter Is be- 
fore the home Its really built, when 
architect and heating engincer can con- 
sult for the best advantage of each.

As they lay, these 
gunw Wero Bo exposed to fire from 
bath sides that it was imposible for 
either the Russians or Japancs® to 
get possession of them during the 
daylight. and the repeated attempts 
have been made, both by Russians 
and Japanese, to secure the guns un- 
der cover of darkness. Up > the pro- 
gent timo Cossack detachments have 
succeeded in securing three of the 
guns. 

‘The Wily Cossack. 

The dexterity of the Cossacks in 
this sort of work was repeatedly il- 
lustrated during the Russian army 
manocurres. On one occasion they 
abstracted the artillery harness, coim- 
pletely disabling all tho batterics of 
their rival combatants, A moru fa- 
mous occasion wus four ycars ago. 
when Gen. Kurupatkin * commanded 
the southern army marching from 
Moscow against the northern ariny, 
commanded by Grand Duke Sergius. 
Kuropatkin’s Cossack leader, Dicn- 
richs, surrounded.the hut in which 
Sergius’ chicf of staf, Sobolef, now 
commanding the sixth Siberian 
corps, and his subordinates were 
asleep, and quictly went off with their 
despatches and maps. When Soboleft 
woke up he found his whole staff 
bound and gagged and every docu- 
ment missing. :

Oct. 22,—Keports from 
many districts indicate that potato 
blight and rot are ogain causing 
serious loss to the farmers of Cana- 
da. This discase has bee: quite pre- 
valent in various parts of Ontario 
and Quebec, and, although a guod 
{ preventive is known in the Bordeaux 
mixture, few growers seem to have 
* sprayed. their potatoes. L. H. New-

the English coionivs. . We think 
only of Lower Canada anid the French 
race."’But Sir Wilfrid's offoris to 
stir up bis race against Confederation 
failed, and the making of Canada pro. 
ceeded in apite of him. 

In those days Canada wasa small 
country, and Sir John Macdonald de. 
sired to make it great and grand. 
While Laurier was fighting Sir John 
the old chieftain secured for us the 
vast territories of the West. This 
was a great step toward the making 
of Canada. It was accomplished In 
spite of the hostility of Laurier, and 
afterwards Western Canada was held 
by Canadians against rebellion, in 
apite of the-open sympathy of our 
present Premier with the rebels

Mr, Lauricr sst in tho Government 
to whieh the indugrigg.of Canada ap- 
pealed for relief. “sapportod’ “Sir 
Richard Cartmtigilt rien that gen- 
tleman told the producers of Canada, 
who asked for protection, “to go to 
the devil." Sir Jolin ‘Maedonald plead- 
ed with tho Governinent for a sanc 
policy, and when it fiaally refused to 
act he pleaded with the country. Oa 
that memorabio night in September, 
1878, ‘Canada went wild with joy be. 
cause the people had declared for a 
National Policy; another great step 
towards the making of ‘Canada 
against which Lauricr had fought. 

But tho struggle did not end there. 
In Parliament and out of Parliament 
the Liberals, and Lauricr among 
them, still fought thg National Vol. 
icy. They advocated free trade un- 
til they convinced themsclves, for 
the time, of the [folly of tho idea. 
Then Laurier cume to the freat with 
his programme of unrestricted reci- 
procity with tac United States." It 
drove Kdward Blako away [rom the 
Liberal party. It was denounced by 
Oliver Mowat. Lauricr made it the 
Libera! battle ery, though it meant 
the unmaking of Canada, but it was 
rejected by the people. 

Through all the years of Conser- 
vative adwinimstration the dcepening 
of the canal system, ao as lo gisy 
us IS fect to the sea, waa carried 
on. It was all but completed when 
Sir Wilfrid finally came to office. A 
few locks only remained to be finish- 
ed. For the development of agricul- 
ture experimental faras had been ea.

ture, cold storage bad been provid. 
ed for transportation to the markets 
of the world.

One wae the establishment of 
a fast Altantic service. [he ret.r.nyg 
Gasernment Ieft oa dratt contract 
awarting signature to make it bind- 
ing. Sir Wilfrid tore up the con. 
tract and hae never done anything 
sauce Another thing to be grappled 
with wane the arrangement of a mu- 
tual preference with England. The 
movermcat was well advanced A 
conferences had beon called. Sir Wil- 
frid had pledged himself to get a 
preference. He went to England, told 
the people we desired no preferences, 
urged them to «tick to free trade, 
and, so far as he was able ta do, 
killed the project.

Wisher ‘hus 
G-ven Many reasons for the enorm- 
ous cost of the 190! census over that 
of 1891. ‘The cost of the former (1901) 
up to the present beng over $1,200,- 
000 and not yet falshed, wh'lst that 
of 1801 was under 600,000. 

(Tho real reason for this vast dif- 
ference in the. cost came out before 
the Public Accounts Comittee dur- 
ing the session of 1903. The facts 
demonatrated wero: . 

That the enumerators were engag. 
ed at @3 per day, of eight, hours, and 
same ratq. gr overtime. 

That two days after they, were 
at work they worv recalled to a cen- 
tral point by the commissioners to 
receive fresh inatrugtions. . > , 
“This was the ovidence’ given by 
the census commissioner for West 
Afddlesex, and there ean be no 
doubt but that all the commissioners 
had to do the same. 

To call the cnumerators to acen- 
tral point after they had been some 
days at work, re-instruct them, and 
have them go orcr the ground they 
bad already covercd, myst have tak- 
en on the average about ten days, 
There were 8,800 cnumerators cngag- 
ed at i per day. (The oxtra, cost 
owing to this blunder would be 
3264,000.

Many, of the 
tnumerators wrote to the papers at 
the tine recording their objections 
to the change. 

To satisfy the enumeraters, they 
were permitted to charge for extras 
to the extent of several hundred 
thousamd dollars, as may be seen 
from a reference to the Auditor- 
General's report for 1902-03. 

fhe above was the tnain cause of 

the costi.nenas of this census com- 
poured to the last. Other mistakes 
were made that were not so ceatly, 
in money. bal thelr ultunate cflect 
w.ll be hurtful to the good name 
of Canada. [ need only call atten- 
ton to a few of these mistakes.

These twe areas very scklom agree, 
for farmers frequently saw, but do 
not reap, whist a vast number grt 
two crops fram some portion of 
their land during the same year. 
From the evidence taken before the 
Public Accounts Committee Mr. Bluc 
mstructed the staff to make these 
two areas agree. To do this hund- 
reds of thousands of figures had to 
be changed at m very great cost, 
and the inference to bo drawn from 
the figures tn the resulting census 
bullctin fs: (hat not a single acre 
of land m Cunada fram the Atlantic 
to the Pacfle ylelded two crops 
during the census year. 

In the census of 1891 fallow Innd 
was included in the item field crops. 
amt involved no change In the fig- 
ures. 

Thx time the fallow land was ad- 
ded to the area im pastureyand In- 
volved a vast change in th} cnum- 
crators’ Eyures, Jnereasing nerm- 
ously the apparent area in pigsturc.

This result was obtained by cutting 
out large arcas returned by tho 
fnumerators as land occupied. 

The area “4n ficki crops in 1901 
was less by 2,461,314 neres than 
{e91. [hin difference arlses mainly 
from the fact that the area in fallow 
was included In field crops in 1891. 
* Wcconding to this census the far- 
aera of Ontario, Que. Naw Bruns. 
wick, Nova Scotla and Prince Edward 
Inland have cleared their farma of 
4.967,431 acres of bush or forest 
anee 1891. yet the cleared portion of 
their farms is returned~as 2,031,128 
acres less {n 1901 than It was in 
1891. 7Thie result was obtained) by 
gutting out large areas of forest re- 
turned ns occupied, and adding a 
portion of the land returned as for- 
est to pasture. 

The greatest discrepancy occursin 
the area pf pasture tand. 

The cenaus of agriculture . taken, 
each year by the Ontario Govern- 
ment gives the pasture tand of On- 
tars in 1901 as 2,904,600 acres. The 
Census Return Bulletin XVII has It 
6,248,179 acres. : 

The excess area in the Consus re 
fallow land was added to pasture, 
and also a Jarge area of forent.

‘The main squadron is expected here, 
tut it is not yet certain whether tho 
farships will enter the harbor. The 
Vessels which* first arrived were not 
with the larger ships when the latter 
fred on the British fishing boats in 
the North Sea Saturday morning. 
Therefore it isnot yet possible to 
obtain the Russian version of the af- 
fair. 

Sympathy From the King. 


London, Oct. 25.~The Mayor of 
Jul has telegraphed to Premier Bal- 
four as follows: 

“The greatest indignation prevails 
here at the unprecedented and want- 
on attack on the Hull fishing feet by 
Itussian warships, resulting in the 
loss of Valuable lives. We appeal to 
the Government to take the speediest 
snd strongest measures to ensure 
full redress and complete security 
against further Russian outgages.”” 

The text of the King’s message of 
tvinpathy to the Mayor of Hull was 
en follows: 

“From Francis Knolly, 
“Tuckingham Palnee, Oct. 24, 1904. 

“To Itixn Worship the Mayor of 
Jtull_—The King commands me to 
say that he bas heard with profound 
sarrow of the unwarrantable action 
which has been committed against 
the North Sea fishing flet, and asks 
vou to express the decpest sympathy 
ef the Quevn ond His Majesty with 
the families of those who have sul- 
feawd from thix most Inmentable oc

Montreal Herald: Ono of the old- 

est public officers in Canada today 

is Mr. A. G. Northrup, of: Belleville, 

Clerk of the County Court and Re- 

gistrar of the Surrogate Court in 
that town, 3 ; 

The'g2nd day of May, 1848, hus long 
since passed into the ages of history, 
for history is ‘made .quickly in Can- 
oda, and yet that was\the date on 
whieh Bir. Northrup entered upon his 
official career as clerk in the office 
of the lIate W.-1i:-Ponton, then re- 
gistrar in that district. {n 1854, 
when Mr. Ponton’ was sppointed roz 
gistrar of Lecds, Mr. Northrup suc- 
cceded him, his commission bearing 
the dato of Aug. 24 of that year. 

Mr. Northrup recalla that when be 
entered upon his dutics in his new 
office, Lord Elgin was Governor. 
General of Canada, and the seat of 
goterument was at Quchec. It was; 
by the way, @ Reform Governinent, 
Aw far as polities are concerned, Mr: 
Northrup has Mover at any timo tak. 
en an activo part. Change of gov- 
ernment have touched him not at all, 
and to thin day he counts his’ best 
friends in the Liberal and Conserva- 
tive parties impartially. 

While not the oldest man, being 
only -seventy.-two yeare of age, Mr. 
Nor(hrup is perhaps the oldest in 
Surat ror, . At tho time of 
Couldderation,-1667, he was made an 
officer of Ontario, and he carries out 
to-day the duties of his office as woll 
as on the day he began them, 

There ia nota judge of the Superier 
Court of Mastings County living who 
was on the Bench then. To-day in 
that court thero ia the fourth judge, 
the fourth sheriff, the third registrar, 
and the fourth clerk of the peace 
since Mr. Northrup began his carcer. 
He is now in the office which the 
county sct apart in 1840, and is only 
tho second clerk of the County Court 
the county has had. Mr. Ponton 
was tho first. 

Not only is Mr. Northrup tho oldest 
public officer, but one of the most 
highly cateemed citizen of hia town. 
He iq a kindly gentleman, of wide- 
aympathy and impeceable character, 
and Belleville is, as she bas a right 
to be, praud of him and of hi« record.

THE CUMPING CLAUSE. 


The Dumping Clause of the Field- 
ing Tarif Act of 1901 is o purely 
protectionist measure. Mr, Ficlding 
in: introducing it did not pretend that 
it was designod for any other pur- 
pose than to give protection to Ca- 
nudian industries. There was no pre- 
ext that while it might incidentally 
frotect Canadian industrics, its chief 
object was to provide revenue. Thero 
Was never Introduced’ in any legisla- 
tive body in the, world a measuro 
.whose aim was: more unqualifiedly 
protective. And yet if-it were gener~ 
ally accepted as repnsenting tho 
views of protcctlonists it might do 
more harm to the cause .than 



























































opponents of protection. « A policy 
that causes continual annoyance to 
almost every business man in the 
country cannot be long maintained, 
ond that is what the Dumping Clause 
is likely to do. The great majority 
of business men, whether manufactur- 
ers or merchants, require to import 
same of the articles they use or séll. 
This is true in the most highly pro- 
tected countrics as well as in low 
tariff countrics. Every business man, 
therefore, is interested fa having « 
tariff law that can be casily under- 
stood and administered with fair and 
equal treatment for all tmporters. 
From the business man's standpoint 
“it does not matter so much how high 
the duty is, if he knows beforehand 
exactly what ho has to pay, and is 
sure that all his competitors must 
Pay exactly the same as he does. 
The Dumping Law upsets all the cal- 
culations of the business man. With 
this system of protection in force he 
can seldom tcll what duty he will 
have to pay on imported articles un- 
tal the decision of the customs wiliccr 
has been given. He cannot be sure 
that some rival merchant will not get 
better terms than he does. Not only 
will dishonest importers bc ablo to 
evade tho law. but honest merchants 
who have conscientiously given what 
they regarded ga tho true valuation 
will frequently be suspected of fraud. 
This system of protection will prove 
so harrassing that if protectionist 
are held ta bo responsible for it there 
will be developed a hostile public 
sentiment which cannot bo overcome 
for many years. Consequcnthy, aven 
those industries which are temporar- 
lly benefited. by tho Dumping Clause 
thould uso their influenco to have 
reasonable specific dutics substituted 
for it. 


MERCHANTS AND THE DUMPING 
CLAUSE. 


The dumping clause as enacted will 
be a source of continual irritation to 
general merchants, especially those 
duing business in small towns and 
country places. [t is impossible for 
the ordinary merchant ta keep post- 
ed regarding the exact ‘market pricy 
of every article in the country from 
which it is imported. He knows tho 
Prices ot which he can.buy in Cana- 
da, but he cannot tell whether the 
Amcricon comercial traveler is cut- 
ting prices below United States rates 
tr not. Tho customs official in his 
town may decide that there has been 
& cut and call for payment of tho 
special dumping duty. Dut a merch- 
ant in a neighboring town may buy 
goods from the same traveler at the 
jno prico and escape payment of 
the special duty because the local 
customs official docs not know tho 
exact price in tho United States. 
Neither merchant intends to violato 
the law, but ono hos on audvantago 
over the other because the customs 
officials in the two towns valuo tho 
gvods differently, Prices are continu- 
ally fluctuating, and it is inevitable 
that the valuations of different cus- 
“toms officials will vary widely. Then 
in cases where the pricea in the for 
eign markets are well) known, it will 
be'casy for the foreign inanufacturer 
to evade the dumping law by invoic- 
ing at the regular market 
rricn Ghd giving customers a rebate 
or discount when payinent is made. 
Some merchants will be too consci- 
jentious to evade the payment of the 
special duty in this way, but others 
swell) ba less scrupulous, and the con- 
ecientious merchant will therefore do 
busincss at @ disadvantage, and be 
unable to compete with his rival. 
How much better it would be to pro- 
tect the home producers by adequate 
specific duties on imports. With a 
system of specific dutics in force ev- 
ery merchant would know exactly 
what duty he must pay on any im- 
ported article. The customs officials 
Would be relieved from the dimcult 
task of deciding the exact prics of 
every article in the country where it 
‘was manufactured, and the same duty 
“would be charged at every customs 
house in the country. Can any ono 
doubt that such a system would bo 
less embarrassing to the general mer- 
chant than tho uncertain and haras 
sing dumping law?

Thus there will still be great temp- 
tations to buy slaughtered goods 
whonover the difference between the 
cut price and tho market prico is 
equal to moro than half tho regular 
duty, for at tho worst the importer 
cts somo advantage by the purchase 
of slaughtered goods, and if he can 
escapo detection ho has a great ad- 
Vantage. It will be very difficult to 
prove that any fraud was intended, 
Indeed, in many cases the importers 
themsclves may be ignorant of the 
fact that they aro buying at a price 
tclow tho regular market price in tho 
country of production. For instancy, 
sales of United States goods in Ca- 
oada are largely made by commercial 
travelers. The purchasers do not usu- 
ay. make an investigation to ascer- 
tain the exact market price in the 
United States at the thne. They 
merely compare the price at which 
goods are offered to them with the 
prices prevalling in Canada and mako 
the best bargain possible. Commer- 
cial travelers from tho United States 
will not under tho new law take 
pains to tell their customers that 
they are cutting prices below tho 
United States rate in order to secure 
business. Moreover, it will bo excced- 
ingly easy for the importer and tho 
forcign manufacturer to combine to 
deceive the Government by false in- 
volces. What is to prevent a manu- 
facturer in tho United States from 
selling to a Canodian at a slaughter 
price and Invoicing goods at the regu- 
Jar market price if a private under- 
Standing exists between the importer 
and the foreign manufacturer? It will 
be almost impossible to detect such 
frauds. There is a law providing for 
severe penalties agalnst fraudulent 
undervaluatioOn, and It is exceedingly 
diMcult to enforce it, but, it will be 
ten tines more difficult to detect 
Cases of fraud when slaughtered 
goods are invoiced at tho regular 
market price. This will give the dis 
honest importer an extraordinary ad- 
vantage over tho honest importer. 
Take a caso for example. A Canndian 
buys in the United States an article 
the fair market valuo of which in 
that country is $100, the duty being 
80 per cent. The manufacturer in- 
Voices it at $100, but by private un- 
derstanding allows o discaunt of 30

In cases where the duty {# less than 
8U per cent. the temptation to make 
a false invoice would be still greater. 

Thero ore certain articles the value 
of which can always be readily ascer- 
tained, and the Canadian manufac- 
turers of such articles will derive 
some benefit from the Dumping 
Clause, although it will not afford 
such ¢fective protection as a system 
of adequate specific dutics applicable 
at all times would do. But theru are 
@ great vuricty of small wares tho 
murket prices of which cannot be 
easily determined. Prices aro con- 
tinually fluctuatéeng, and it will be 
exceedingly diMfcult for customs offi- 
cers to determine the exact value 
from titno to time in the country of 
production. There are o grent num- 
ber of Canadian ports of entry, and 
{t is absolutely certain that the valu- 
ation of goods at different customs 
houses will often vary greatly. Mr. 
Melding in his first budget — speceh 
anid that “eternal vigilance’ woul 
be the prico Canadian manufacturers 
would have to pay for protection, 
and there {a no doubt that ‘‘eternal 
vigilance’* will be required to sccura 
evon a modcratcly successful admin- 
istration of this law. 


THE TINKERING CF THE DUMP- 
ING CLAUSE. 

Since Its frst introduction a num- 
ber of changes have been mado in tho 
dumping clausc which make it Icss 
valuable to Canadian manufacturers 
in general and more inconvenient for 
Canodion merchants. In all the jis- 
tory of tariff legisjation it is doubt- 
ful {f any measure Was ever Bubjocted 
to so much tinkering“in so short a* 
Period. If tho session. of Parilamont 
bad lasted a month longer tho clause 
would probably have been still furth. 
er amended. In its original form the 
Dumping Clause possessed conslder<' 
able merit, but ‘even\/before it was 
introduced to Parliament by the 
Minister of Finance it was mutilated 
by the provision that no matter how 
great tho cut in‘price tho extra duty 
shall in no case exceed ono-half tho 
regular duty, except in tho caso of 
ewrtain iron and steel articles, on 
some of which there is no duty at 
all, and on others very low duties, 
and in the case of these the dumping 
duty shall not exceed 15 per cont.

Coloring Growing Flowers. 
(Coamos.) 


Wo know that horticulturiats create 
aimost at will fiowers of varied colors 
by practicing forced cultures, artifi- 
cia! selection, ond hybridization, In 
this way obtaining a very extended 
seate of cowrs. Still, in aay case, 
the color of the flower, aithuugh it 
in possible to give birlh to millions 
of varicticvs, can only be modified with 
in certain limits. With reference to 
this fact the colors of flowers have 
teen divided into two greal catego- 
ties, the xanthic serica -yellow, yel- 
lewish green, orange red-aul the cy~ 
onw serics—blug, indigo, violet. Never 
has a flower of tho firet ser.cs passed 


‘ante the second, nor has the reverse 


taken piace; never han a yurdener, 
no matter how clever he may be, been 
able to obtain bluc roses 

The flomsls, however, vbtain thus 
color. The method ol the florists in 
that classic ope which has lony been 
employed in the casc of violets, for 
tiampis, making them groea with am- 
monhia, White with vapors of sulphuric 
acid, etc. In thie case, huwerer, it 
is the coloring matter ol the flower 
wtsclf which is modificd, aithough ao 
iteclf which is modified, although in 
the production of yroen carnations the 
method adopted ia that of artifically 
introducing coloring matter into the 
tissuca of tho plant, the coloring mat- 
ter, then beg incorporated in the pe- 
tals. When tho first green carna- 
tions appeared in Paris the city was

All plants, however, do not lent 
themselves in an equal qagner to 
these vagaries. The caruntion, bya- 
cinth, orange flower, gilly flower, iris, 
ebrusupthemum and camcliu are the 
Tost cusily colored, and in thin respect 
it is oamusang tucxper:ment with the 
many hucs that can bc obtained, 
It is only necessary to prepare a col. 
oring svlution, then cut tho stem 
of tho flowor and place it in the solu- 
ticn. The plant draws up the water 
and littloby little the coluring mat- 
ter is distributed throughout tho 
plant's tissues. A common gilly How, 
er placed in a solution of light green 
onaline dyo isquickly transformed, at 
rhe end of 20 minutes the white parts 
teing blue, the yellow grown and the 
red violet. py othor effects may 
be produced in the aaine way.

Selemaly Declares Two Terpede Beate 

““Grept Up to Him Frem ‘Direction of 
British Wishing Fleet and He Fired At 

” ‘Them—Stopped Firing Whea He Saw 
‘the Fishing Wheet-Expresees Bogret 
Ver His Victims, 


St. Pelersbuitg, Oct. 28.—The naval 
general staff publishes tho fOowin, 
two despatches fron, ~ View-Adm! 
Rofestvensky,, 

First despatch: ‘“The North Sea 
incident was causod by two torpedo 
boats advancing to attack _ without 
lights under cover of darkness 
against the vessel leading the do- 
tachment. When the detachment 
turned o@ its searchlights and opened 
fro the presence of several small 
steamboats resembling steam fishing 
boats was discovered. The detach- 
ment cndcavored to spare t and 
ceased fring as soon as the torpedo 
boats were out of sight. 

“Tho English press is indignant be- 
cause a torpedo boat left by the de- 
tachment on the spot until morning 
did not ald the victims. Now, thero 
was not a single torpedo boat er 
the detachment and ngne eft 

ing, eoaasquensif the 3) re 
faining near the small steamboats 
as that torpedo boat which was 
not sunk, but only damaged, The 
detachment did nut aid the little 
steamboats, because we suspected 
them of Compile}. on sétount or 
their obstinately cutting Into the 
order of the positionn of our vessels. 
Several of them showed no lights 
and others only very late."’ 

Second despatch: ‘'Having inet sev- 
eral hundred fishing boats, the 
squadron showed then every con- 
sideration except when thry, in com- 
pany with foicign torpedo boata, of 
which «me disappeared, while the 
other, according to the fishers’ own 
evidence, remained umong them until 
morning. They supposed it was a 
Russian, and were indignant because 
it did not ald the victims; but it was 
a foreign one and remuined until 
morning, secking the other torpedo 
boat, its consort, cither tu repair 
damage of through fears of betray- 
ing itself to those who were not its 
accomplices. Hf there were also on 
tho spot fishermen imprudently drag- 
ged Into the enterprise, I beg in the 
name of the whole squadron to ex- 
Presa my sincere regret to the un- 
fortunate victims of circumstances 
under which no warship, cven in 
time of deep peace. could have acted 
otherwise.*’ 





WHAT ROJESTVENSKY SAYS. 


Alleges That Me Was Attacked By Tor- 
pede Beats—Eeply to Press Criticisms 
—Jape Yrom Hult. 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 28.—Adsmiral 
Rojestvensky’s explanation of tho 
trawler incident is fully as sensation- 
al as the news of the Gring upon tho 
fishing Ocet, which set all England 
aflane. 

He declares he was attacked in tho 
dark by torpedo boats which came 
upon the squadron from the direction 
of the fishing ficet. He opened fire 
and believes he sank one of tho tor- 
pedo boats, the other making off for 
cover among the fishermen. So soon 
as he noticed thy Sahermen, Admiral 
Rojestvonsky ceased firing.

There is reason to believe that the 
British Embassy was acquainted with 
information which reached the Russ- 
sian authoritice some time ago of 
the arrival at and subsequent my- 
terious disappearance from Hull of 
twenty Japanese, mention of which 
was made in these despatches Oct. 
25. It is pointed out that the orl- 
ginal version of the incident as re- 
cited by the captain of the trawler

Chased By a Russian, Fed 


Stockholm, Oct. 28.~Tho skipper 
of the Swedish steamer Aldebaran, 
from Hull, England, which arrived 
yesterday at Getlo, Sweden, says his 
vessel was chased in the Skagcrack 
during the evening of Friday, Oct. 
21, by a foreign cruiser, apparently 
Russian, which threw {ta searchlight 
on her. I'he cruiser, increasing her 
speed, passed the Aldcbaran and fired 
a shot which had no offect. The 
Aldebaran thereupon hoisted her flag 
and the cruiser again threw her 
tearchlights on the steamer, and # 
few mioutes later hailed shot alt 
round the Aldebaran without, how- 
ever, hitting her. The Aldebaran's 
skipper then ordered the steamer to 
be stopped, and with hia crew sought 
refuge below The foreign warship 
thereupon disappeared in the dark- 
ness.

Some of his lan- 
guage is sarcastic, especially when 
speaking of the appearance of the 
torpedo boats from the direction of 
the British fishermen, covering an 
intimation which will 
arouse resentment in England. “He 
declares that no other navai com- 
mander at sea under similar circum- 
stances would have failed to open 
fire, adds that ho ceurts tho fullest 
inquiry, and suggests that o court 
of inquiry could be held at Vigo. 

Admiral Expresses Regret. ‘ 

In concluding his telegram Admiras 
Rojeatvensky expressed In tho most 
warm-hearted way the regrets of the 
whole squadron to the fishermen who 
had suffered and to the familles of 
the victims, 

Rojestvensky’s report was tcle 
gtaphed from Vigo direct to the Em- 
peror, who received it Wednesday 
night. It was communicated yester~ 
day morning to Ambassador Hard- 
ingo by Forelgn Miniater Lamsdorfl 
himself. : 

According to word received here, 
Great Britain will at once begin the 
most formal and most searching In- 
quiry Into the affairs. 

In diplomatic circles Rojestvensky’s 
report created the keenest interest, 
The “feeling is that tho situation de- 
manda Impartial investigation to de- 
termino the facts to the satisfaction 
of both partics and to tha world 
generally.

‘Watch as a Compass,

Also, when the sun is hidden on a 
cloudy day take a lead pencil or 
stick that is well sharpened and placa 
it on the thunib nail.

the auspices of Dr. Barnardo, Tr. 
Stephenson, and such like philan- 
thropists, 

Another important feature of the 
Bible Society's work in Canada is 
the system of colportoge, whereby 
the word of God is taken to maby 
remote and outlying districts: scarcely 
touched by any other religious work- 
ers. Among the lumber camps. as in 
the mining camps, it often huppens 
that visits from an ordained preach- 
er are possible only at rare inter- 
vals, but the colporteur moves ahout 
mmong them and leaves behind him 
the message which may rekindle hope 
in souls that have said for many a 
long year ‘“‘who will show us any 
good?’ The latest report from Or- 
taw, states that in 1902 the colpor- 
teurs conducted services in 161 lum- 
ber camps occupied by 7,447 men, 
and sold 292 volumes of the scrip- 
tures. A Ruasian Colporteur has 
been at work among the Doukhobors 
and Galicians in Assiniboi. ‘Two 
French colporteyrs are employed in 
Montreal [n addition to the Engliah 
colporteurs. Moreover, the Bible So- 
ciety also makes special provision for 
distributing the acripturea among 
women, Last year the total number 
of Biblewomen subsidised or entirely 
supported by the Bible Socicty was 
786. In ecastern lands these native 
women work under the direction of 
various missionary societies. In 
Canada the Diblewomen work prin- 
cipally under tho supervision of the 
ladies’ branches of the auxiliarics. 
In connection with the Montreal 
Ausiliary cight Biblewomen were at 


work last year, including two of 
French nationality and one of It- 
allan. 

The Dible Society has thirteen 


auxiliaries and 1,203 branch socict- 
ics in British North America, the 
largest being the Upper Canada bibly 
| Socicty, which was founded in 1817. 
‘And it ia interesting to notico that 
as carly as 1838 tho first Bibly So- 
ciety was formed among the md men 
of the country, when the Rev. James 
Thompson, D,D. .visited the Chip- 
pewa Indians at the Chippowa mis- 
sion on the River Credit on behalf 
of the Bible Socicty. 
Tho Canadian suxiliarics have al- 
“ways most loyally and generously 
supported the- parent society and 
aided in the work of translating the 
scripturea into the tongues of man- 
kind and circulating them throughout 
the-world. At the recent great: cen- 
tenary gatherings in London, one of 
tho most popular speakers was Dr, 
N. W. Hoyles, who presented the so- 
clety- with.« special d' y present 
<a cheque for £2,000 from the Up- 
per..Canadian-Auxillary;.this-was in 
Addition to the special contributions 
that are being raised ‘for the centen- 
| ary fund, During hia tour through 
this.country, the Rev. J. H. Kitson
